Cabinet gives 
strait link 


a yellow light

The provincial cabinet 
held back on a commitment 
to the concept of a Georgia 
Strait bridge-tunnel link 
until it has more informa¬ 
tion. 

But Science Minister Pat 
McGeer said after a cabi¬ 
net meeting that he was 
neither disappointed nor 
surprised by his colleagues 
reluctance to give immedi¬ 
ate endorsement to the 
fixed-link idea. 


“When you have a pro 
jeet of this magnitude I 
think it only natural that 
responsible government 
would say, ‘Thank you for 
the preliminary presenta¬ 
tion, let's think about it for 
a while,”’ McGeer said. 

“They were interested, 
very interested. They just, 
quite properly, want to 
think about it for a while 
and to consider all the op¬ 
tions.”

Western European coun¬ 
tries told their Tehran am¬ 
bassadors Thursday to 
“demand” that Iran re¬ 
lease the 50 U.S. embassy 
hostages. 

But the toughly worded 
declaration by (he nine Eu¬ 
ropean Community coun¬ 
tries stopped short of join- 
ing in U.S. sanctions 
against Iran but hinted that 
some action might be taken 
later. 

Meanwhile, in Tehran, 
Moslem militants holding 
the embassy made a new 
death threat against their 
American prisoners, cap¬ 
tive for 159 days. 

The hostages will be 
“destroyed” if Iraq in¬ 
vades Iran, a militant iden¬ 
tified only as Habib told 
NBC-TV in an interview. 

Responding to the latest 
threat, a top White House 
official who did not want to 
be quoted by name told re¬ 
porters in Washington: “If 
they should kill any of our 
people, a border spat with 
Iraq would be the least of 
their problems.” 

Iran and Iraq are en 
gaged in a fresh round of 
border hostility and each 
has accused the other of 
acting on behalf of U.S. 
“imperialists.” 

The militants threatened 
Wednesday to kill the hos¬ 
tages if the United States 
attempts any “military in¬ 
tervention” against Iran. 

Habib said in the inter¬ 
view that “by military in¬ 
tervention we mean if the 
American government 
directly intervenes in Iran 
or if its puppets in the re- 
.gion, like Egypt, Iraq and 
Israel, intervene in Iran.”

VANCOUVER (CP) — A professor 
travelling with five Iranian students 
caught in the diplomatic squabble 
between Iran and the United States 
says if they aren’t back at the Uni¬ 
versity of Idaho by Monday he’s 
going to start holding classes in their 
Vancouver hotel rooms. 

The architecture students, from 
the university in Moscow, Idaho, 
were in Vancouver on a field trip to 
view the works of architect Arthur 
Erickson when they heard President 
Carter’s announcement last Monday 
that all Iranian citizens, even those 
with valid visas, would be barred 
from entering the U.S. 

Because they were out of the U.S. 
when the announcement came, they 
were caught by the edict. Had they 
remained in Idaho, they would not 
have been affected. 

Tom Marquis, a U.S. consulate 
spokesman in Vancouver, said Thurs¬ 
day the students contacted the con-

sulate-general and applied for revali¬ 
dation of their visas. 


Prof. John Pulliam said the stu¬ 
dents have not discussed with him 
what they would do if their visas were 
not revalidated. But if the visas 
aren’t approved by the weekend, Pul¬ 
liam says he’ll just resume classes in 
the downtown hotel where the stu¬ 
dents are staying. 


Pulliam said the students have no 
financial problems now and have 
been told the university is trying to 
send them extra funds. 

They were travelling with a group 


of 100 students who arrived in Van¬ 
couver Sunday. Another Iranian stu¬ 
dent went to the consulate’s office, 
but was allowed to return to the U.S. 
when it was deterimined he was a 
permanent legal resident of that 
country. 

The five stranded students were on 
visitors’ visas which were due to 
expire at midnight Thursday night. 
Canadian immigration officials ex¬ 
tended those visas to midnight May 1 
and said the students could apply for 
another extension, if necessary. 

Raymond Seffeldt of the U.S. con¬ 
sular corps in Ottawa, was pessimis¬ 
tic about the students’ chances. 

“It is doubtful Washington will let 
them in,” he said. “As I read the in¬ 
structions, the no-visas order of the 
president has to be observed very 
strictly. 

“It’s a sad situation for these peo¬ 
ple. They were in the wrong place at 
the wrong time.” 


A trio of moderate earthquakes recorded off Vancou¬ 
ver Island Thursday did little more than have local 
scientists scratching their heads. 

The earthquakes were not felt and didn’t show up on 
seisomological equipment as anything special, according 
to the chief scientist at the Dominion Astrophysical 
Laboratory, Dr. W.G. Milne. 

The U.S. Geological Survey reported a tremor 
of 5.2 on the Richter scale at 5:45 p.m. at a spot about 64 
kilometres west of the Island and predawn jolts of 4.8 and 
4.1.

Colwood boy dies 
in accident 


on playground 


A young Colwood boy 
died in a playground acci¬ 
dent early Thursday night. 

Colwood RCMP w'ere still 
piecing together details of 
the death late last night and 
were to make a statement 
this morning naming the 
boy. 

Aged between four and 
seven years, the boy was 
apparently playing in the 
yard outside his apartment 


building in the afternoon. 

He was found dead in an 
open area at 6 p.m. by a 
neighbor. 

The boy had suffered 
bodily injuries but an 
RCMP spokesman said no 
motor vehicle was involved 
and no foul play was su¬ 
spected. 

Police were treating the 
incident Thursday night as 
death by misadventure. 


McGeer shied away from

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OTTAWA (CP) — The 
new Bank of Canada rate is 
unchanged at 16.20 per 
cent, (he same as last 
week, the bank announced 
Thursday. It is the first 
time there has been no in¬ 
crease in the trend-setting 
rate since the bank ipoved 
to a floating rate system in 
March. 

The rate is pegged one- 
quarter of one per cent 
above the average interest 
paid at the weekly auction 
of 91-day treasury bills. 

Announcement of an un¬ 
changed rate eomes amid 
market indications that in¬ 
terest rates are close to or 
now at a peak in Canada 
and the U.S. after a rapid, 
unchecked rise, particu¬ 
larly in the last two 
months. 

With no increase in the 
bank rate, chartered banks 
and other lenders are not 


likely to make any change 
in their rates either. 

Money market special¬ 
ists say they are more opti¬ 
mistic about an end to 
.sharp interest-rate in¬ 
creases because the dollar 
has strengthened again in 
the last few days and the 
spread between Canadian 
and the higher U.S. interest 
rates — which had been as 
much as 3.25 percentage 
points last month — has 
narrowed to less than one 
percentage point. 

David Beazley, chief of 
money markets for Pit- 
field, Mackay, Ross Ltd., 
Toronto, said Thursday re¬ 
newed foreign investor in¬ 
terest in energy stocks also 
helped push up the dollar. 

The Thursday noon dol¬ 
lar was up slightly at 84.6 
cents U.S., up from a near 
47-year low of 83.4 cents 
U.S. Tuesday. 
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Provincial nurses tight¬ 
ened the screws on their 
employer Thursday as 
their first strike entered its 
second day, but the govern¬ 
ment appeared to be greet¬ 
ing the move with little 
more than a yawn. 

The union’s request for 
an industrial inquiry com¬ 
mission remained unans¬ 
wered as more than 550 of 
the 2,700 nurses began a 
12-hour rotating strike at 
noon. There were 65 off the 
job the day before.

F-18 package sweetened to Quebec’s taste

OTTAWA — Jubilant 
Quebec MPs are claiming a 
major tross-Canada vic¬ 
tory in Thursday’s federal 
decision to buy 137 McDon¬ 
nell Douglas F-18A fighter 
planes to replace the aging 
Voodoo and Starfighter jets 
in Canada and Europe. 

The announcement 
comes after three years of 
intertse negotiations, mili¬ 
tary handwringing and top- 
level lobbying, including a 
dramatic 11th hour rebel¬ 
lion by the Quebec Liberal 
caucus in favor of the

prime competitor, General 
Dynamics’ single-engine 
F-16. 

Thursday unrepentant 
Quebec caucus MPs said 
that their uproar forced 
McDonnell Douglas to di¬ 
vert a far larger portion of 
the industrial benefits to 
Quebec and to boost over¬ 
all industrial expenditure 
in Canada. 

“We got more benefits 
and a fairer package for all 
of Canada since we became 
loud,” said Montrealer 
Pierre Deniger. “This was 


a victory for all Cana¬ 
dians.” 


Trade officials contend¬ 
ed, however, that the Que 
bee rebellion was sparked 
by erroneous figures and 
that the McDonnell Doug¬ 
las package was always of 
greater benefit to Quebec 
and to all of Canada. They 
conceded only that the con¬ 
troversy and General Dy¬ 
namics’ recent massive 
lobbying campaign forced 
McDonnell Douglas to 
clarify its package and add 


a new “marginal” goody 
for Quebec. 

Quebec MP Jacques Oli¬ 
vier retorted that the trade 
department listed the in¬ 
dustrial benefits for Can¬ 
ada at $2.3 billion three 
weeks ago “and now 
they’re $2.9 billion.” More¬ 
over. he says that McDon¬ 
nell Douglas figures show 
Quebec shooting from a 
seven-per-cent to a 48-per¬ 
cent share — more in keep¬ 
ing with Quebec’s current 
ownership of 49 per cent of 
the aerospace industry. 

“Sure; some of the 
change will affect Ontario 


but we never complain 
about Ontario’s share of 
the automotive industry,” 
he said. “And we have suc¬ 
ceeded in increasing the 
over-all benefit for all Ca¬ 
nadians.” 


Whatever the facts, the 
uproar did force the fed¬ 
eral government to send 
three top-level ministers 
and Chief of Defence Staff 
Robert Falls into a 
90-minute press conference 
Thursday equipped with 
detailed industrial benefit 
charts and lists of reasons 
for the selection of the F— 
18A. 


None of these documents 
contained a price tag, how¬ 
ever, and an over all cost of 
approximately $3 billion in 
1980 dollars was only estab¬ 
lished by Defence Minister 
Gilles Lamontagne after 
considerable ministerial 
floundering. Lamontagne 
said that the contract is 
$2.34 billion in 1977 dollars 
or approximately $14.2 mil¬ 
lion per plane. About $1.4 
billion will be spent on the 
aircraft, $500 million for 
logistics support and about 
$340 million for such items 
as construction. 


The contract brings a 


sigh of relief from the mili¬ 
tary who have been fretting 
about a last-minute cabinet 
change of heart. Some min¬ 
isters were quietly ques¬ 
tioning the need for a fight¬ 
er interceptor since no pilot 
has fired a shot in combat 
on Canada’s behalf since 
the Second World War. 

The military argued, 
however, that fighter 
planes play a vital role in 
the North since Russian 
planes often attempt to 
enter Canadian airspace. 
And they said that Canada 
must replace the 50 aging 
Page 2—Benefit 


egy changes on a daily 
basis.

However, 
they are involved in a con¬ 
tract dispute of their own 
that is earmarked for bind¬ 
ing arbitration. There are 
130 members of the 
RNABC employed in the 
clinics.

diplomatic relations with 
Iran and imposed an al¬ 
most total U.S. economic 
embargo against it. 

The United States asked 
NATO countries, Japan 
and other U.S. allies to join 
in sanctions against Iran, 
including reductions in 
trade and diplomatic ties. 
The Iranians threatened to 
cut off oil exports to any 
country that co-operates 
with the United States — a 
cutoff that experts say 
could seriously affect 
Japan. 

Besides the oil question, 
the allies would stand to 
lose billions of dollars in 
other business with Iran. 

The nine community for¬ 
eign ministers discussed 
the crisis Thursday in Lis¬ 
bon and afterwards issued 
a statement saying their 
ambassadors in Tehran 
would “demand” of Ira¬ 
nian President Abolhassan 
Bani Sadr that the hos¬ 
tages be freed and that he 
outline plans for their re 
lease and set a date for it. 

The European ministers 
said their countries’ poli¬ 
cies toward Iran will be 
“frozen” until they receive 
a response from Bani-Sadr, 
and they would then define 
their new positions. 

Their statement called 
the Tehran hostage-holding 
“contrary to the basic prin¬ 
ciples of international so¬ 
ciety” and it “strongly de¬ 
plored” Iran’s disregard of 
UN Security Council reso¬ 
lutions calling for the hos¬ 
tages’ release. 

The foreign ministers set 
no deadline for Iran to re¬ 
spond but U.S. officials had 
said they expect to know by 
this weekend whether the 
allies will join in anti-Iran 
sanctions. 

In Tokyo, the foreign 
ministry said Japan will 
make no “hasty decisions” 
on whether to act against 
Iran. The Japanese are in 
an “extremly serious 
spot,” said Cabinet Secre¬ 
tary Masayoshi Ita.

ture. The RNABC says its 
members are in the best 
position to determine what 
services must be main¬ 
tained and have already 
worked out necessary 
plans. 

Jerry Miller, communi¬ 
cations co-ordinator for the 
RNABC, concedes, how¬ 
ever, that the Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board could have the 
final say on what services 
are essential. 

The striking nurses are 
members of the RNABC 
and the Registered Psychi¬ 
atric Nurses’ Association 
of B.C. They are seeking a 
39-per-cent wage increase 
over 27 months to put them 
on even ground with gen¬ 
eral hospital RNs who have 
just agreed to a whopping 
44-per-cent hike over the 
same length of time. The 
big increase is viewed in 
many quarters as a neces¬ 
sary catchup for profes¬ 


sionals who have been un¬ 
derpaid for many years. 

The government nurses, 
however, have been of¬ 
fered the same increase of 
eight per cent in each of 
three years that was won 
earlier by other provincial 
employees. Chief govern¬ 
ment negotiator Mike Da¬ 
vison says this position 
must be maintained be¬ 
cause of an arbitration 
award in 1978 that linked 
the nurses with the BCGEU 
in the matter of wages. 

But the union isn’t ready 
to buy this argument and 
warns that it will increase 
pressure until there is 
some movement on the 
part of the government. 

“Our position is that we 
want to be very responsible 
about this,” said Miller. 
“We don’t want to incon¬ 
venience anyone, but as 
time passes the options 
open to us shrink. The other 
people involved in this dis¬ 
pute will have to be respon¬ 
sible. If they aren’t, we will 
have to consider more and 
more serious action.”

McGeer also took his pro¬ 
posal to the government 
caucus Thursday but cau¬ 
cus chairman Bill Ritchie

The minister said he in¬ 
tended to be back at both 
cabinet and caucus with 
more details.

Education Minister 
Brian Smith (Oak Bay) 
said he intended to reserve 
his decision on the fixed- 
link proposal until all the 
facts were in. He added 
that he hoped most other 
British Columbians would 
do the same. 

Smith said that at this 
stage he was neither for 
nor against the project. 

“It would be premature 
to condemn the idea, pre¬ 
mature to endorse it,” he 
said. “I would advise any¬ 
one who feels against it to 
wait until the full picture 
emerges.” 

Finance Minister Hugh 
Curtis (Saanich and the Is¬ 
lands) took a similar view. 
He said he wanted a long 
hard look at the proposal 
plus “a guarantee that any 
island the proposal touches 
would be protected, that 
the wishes of the residents 
of those islands would be 
fully observed and respect¬ 
ed.” 

Sam Bawlf, the former 
cabinet minister who 
sparked the current de¬ 
bate, said full protection 
for the Gulf Islands had al¬ 
ways been uppermost in his 
mind. 

"The Gulf Islands could 
link in with the project or 


be left out,” he said. “They 
could tap into the system or 
insist that it go under or 
over them. I agree with the 
minister (Curtis) that that 
should be, indeed must be, 
the decision of the resi¬ 
dents of those islands.”

The minister also argued 
that the F-18A is safer than 
a single-engine plane, 
especially for the neces¬ 
sary and often dangerous 
long northern flights. He 
said that even though Gen¬ 
eral Dynamics was offer¬ 
ing more planes for the 
money, fleet losses would 
be greater so there was no 
real saving. 

Moreover, he contended 
that the F-18A would be 
easier and cheaper to modi¬ 
fy over the next two dec¬ 
ades, that it is more adapt- 
able to the varying 
Canadian needs and that 
the continued costs are 
similar because the F-16 
uses less fuel but the F-18A 
requires less expensive 
maintenance. 

“This government is con¬ 
vinced that it is better for 
Canada to purchase a less¬ 
er number of more flexible 
planes than to buy a larger 
number of planes that are 
less well suited to Canada’s 
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requirements,” he con¬ 
cluded. 

Gray added that he had 
secured an “excellent” in¬ 
dustrial benefits contract 
since 60 per cent of the 
promised $2.9 billion would 
be committed to the aero¬ 
space and electronics sec¬ 
tors of the economy and 10 
per cent would be pledged 
to technology transfer — a 
bid for new and more busi¬ 
ness beyond the F-18A for 
Canadian firms. 

He promised at least 4,- 
000 new Canadian jobs and 
a sales and purchase value 
for all of Canada of $3.26 
billion — compared with 
the General Dynamics 
promise of $2.68 billion. 
Moreover, he said that he 
had managed to insert a 
damages clause which 
could lead to penalties up to 
$120 million if McDonnell 
Douglas does not fulfill its 
share of the bargain. 

The agreement means 
that by October, 1982, the 
military will begin receiv¬ 
ing its new fighters at the 
rate of two planes a month 


up to 1989. And it alto 
means that the dangerous 
Starfighters can be slowly 
eased out of service. More 


than 90 of these aircraft 
have crashed since the 
early 1960s and more than 
30 pilots have died.

Iranians’ exit 
leaves U.S. 
girls weeping

Iranian cadets and military personnel ordered out 
of the U.S. by President Jimmy Carter filed out of 
universities and air bases Thursday, some leaving 
behind weeping American girls and students chant¬ 
ing, “Long live Khomeini.” 

In San Antonio, Texas, Lt.-Col. Ali Jan Sargazi, 
the top-ranking Iranian air force officer in the U.S., 
said he and his men would leave for home before the 
Friday deadline set by Carter when diplomatic re¬ 
lations w ith Iran were broken off. 

“I regret that we’re leaving the country under these 
circumstances,” Sargazi said. “I’m deeply concerned 
about the welfare of the people under my command, and I 
want to get them home as quickly and safely as pos¬ 
sible.” 

U.S. Air Force officials said they would respect the 
Iranians’ wish to leave without publicity or harass¬ 
ment. 

But in Mississippi, the departure of about 70 stu¬ 
dent pilots and their 19 dependents from Columbus 
Air Force Base was no secret. 

About a dozen Iranian students from nearby Mis¬ 
sissippi State University chanted “Long live Khomeini” 
as the pilots arrived in two groups at a regional 
airport near Columbus. 

Several young U.S. women, some crying and holding 
hands, watched and waved to the Iranians as they waited 
in a sealed-off area of the airport terminal. 

Airport personnel said fhe Iranians were being 
flown to Memphis, Tenn., then to Chicago for a flight 
to London and finally Tehran. 

Iranian cadets at such military schools as Virgin¬ 
ia Military Institute, The Citadel in South Carolina 
and Texas A and M University were in the U.S. under 
the same diplomatic agreement as the pilots and also 
were ordered to leave.

Hostage confessions 
incredible, says U.S. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The U.S. state department 
Thursday repudiated as 
“hardly credible” the al¬ 
leged confessions of two 
American hostages in Iran 
that U.S. embassy person¬ 
nel in Tehran acted as 
spies. 

State department 
spokesman David Passage 
said he had no reason to 
believe the two men who 
spoke on Tehran TV were 
even part of the 50 hostages 
held by militants, but that 
he had po independent 
identification of them. 

Press reports from 
Tehran identified one of the 
hostages as Army Staff 


Sgt. Joseph Subic Jr.,23, of 
Bowling Green, Ohio, who 
was said to have been as¬ 
signed to the embassy’s de¬ 
fence attache’s staff. The 
identity of the other was. 
not clear. 

“We repudidate what¬ 
ever confessions may be 
obtained by the captors,” 
Passage said. 

The two hostages alleg¬ 
edly reporting U.S. aerial 
intelligence operations in 
Iran and use of sophisticat¬ 
ed communications moni¬ 
toring equipment. 

The spokesman would 
not speculate whether the 
two, or possibly other hos¬ 
tages had been brain¬ 
washed. 


BOGOTA (CP) — Colom¬ 
bia will not immediately 
accept any of the 10.000 
Cubans crowded into the 
Peruvian embassy in Ha¬ 
vana, Foreign Minister 
Diego Uribe Vargas said 
Thursday. 

Uribe Vargas was the 
only foreign minister of the 
five Andean Pact states not 
to attend a pact meeting in 
Lima, Peru, to seek resett¬ 
lement for the estimated 
10,000 refugees. 

After the meeting, Peru¬ 
vian Foreign Minister Ar¬ 
turo Garcia told reporters 
five countries—Peru, Co¬ 
lombia, Venezuela, Bo¬ 
livia, and Ecuador—as well 
as Spain, had agreed to 
take some of the refugees. 

But Uribe Vargas, asked 
by a journalist whether Co¬ 
lombia was prepared to re¬ 
ceive some of the Cubans, 
replied, “No. For the mo¬ 
ment we will not receive a 
single refugee.” 

Ecuador’s Foreign Min¬ 
ister Alfredo Pareja said 
after the Andean Council 
meeting that the evacua¬ 
tion “can’t be done in five 
minutes, but we are trying 
to do it as quickly and effi¬ 
ciently as possible.” 

Garcia said Peru was 
ready to receive 1,000 per¬ 
sons, but could not com¬ 
ment on how many the 
other council members or 
other countries would take. 

In a joint statement, the 
council said Cuba was re¬ 
sponsible for what had hap¬ 
pened but the rest of the 
world had an obligation to 
help the refugees. 

Pareja is president of the 
council, which is the politi¬ 
cal arm of the Andean 
Group common market of 
Bolivia, Colombia, Ecua¬ 
dor. Peru and Venezuela. 

In Washington, state de¬ 
partment officials said 
they would consider appli¬ 


cations from refugees who 
reach Lima. 

Garcia said the Andean 
Group was working out the 
details of the evacuation 
with the UN High Commis¬ 
sioner for Refugees and the 
Inter-Governmental Com¬ 
mittee for European Mi¬ 
gration, which assists and 
protects refugees. 


The Cuban refugees jam¬ 
med the Peruvian com¬ 
pound in Havana after the 
government withdrew its 
security force from around 
the diplomatic headquar 
ters. 

The Cuban action was in 
retaliation for what the 
Cuban foreign ministry 


said was Peruvian encour¬ 
agement of exiles who had 
forced their way past 
Cuban police to enter the 
embassy. 

The Cuban government, 
calling the refugees “va¬ 
grants and bums,” has re¬ 
stored the guard at tlje em 

bassy. 
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leader Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini in bitter terms. 

“This crazy, racist Kho¬ 
meini is nothing but a tur- 
baned shah,” the official 
Iraqi News Agency said in 
an editorial. 

The government-run 
Tehran Radio said 14,000 
Iranians expelled from 
Iraq had poured across the 
border into the western Ira¬ 
nian province of Ilam and 
11,000 more had arrived in 
Kermanshah province, just 
north of Ilam. 

Violence erupted be¬ 
tween the Mideast neigh¬ 
bors earlier this week when 
Iran reported assaults by 
small bands of Iraqi 
troops.

A fighter plane 
and seedy politics 


The federal cabinet has at last selected 
which fighter aircraft Canada will buy to 
honor a shared defence commitment with 
its allies. It is the McDonnell Douglas F-18A. 
The also-ran, when this ferocious, five-year 
competition among plane manufacturers 
came down to the day of decision, was the 
General Dynamics F-16. 

That won’t mean much to the average 
Canadian. Too bad, because all of us have 
quite an investment in this choice, money and 
otherwise. Apart from the technical merits of 
the winner, apart from the question of pricey 
tactical fighters when another war appears 
likely to be dominated by missiles, Canadians 
will be providing $4 to $5 billion ($2.34 billion in 
1977 dollars) for at least 137 of these planes, the 
last of them to be delivered in 1989. 

When former Defence Minister Allan 
McKinnon wrote a series of articles for the 
Colonist two years ago on the state of the 
country’s military, he provided some details 
on the six fighter aircraft originally in the 
competition. It showed the F-18A as a twin- 
engined aircraft then costing “less than $18 
million,” with a mach speed “over 1.8” and a 
combat radius “over 740 kilometres.” The F-16 
had one engine, a mach speed of 2.0 and a 
combat radius of 925 kilometres. 

Jet fighters being the intricate and com¬ 
plex machines they are these days, that really 
didn’t leave us much the wiser. But Mr. 
McKinnon explained another problem the gov¬ 
ernment faced in making the choice. Our 
fighter air force needed to fill two roles. For 
North American air defence we needed superi¬ 
ority in the air, meaning a machine more 
technologically sophisticated than the F-18A. 
For our place in the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization we needed a fighter to deliver 
ground support. The F-18A is better suited to 
this latter job. 

At that time, Mr. McKinnon preferred a 
mix of two planes to meet the two roles — but 
that would have been more expensive and 
would have generated additional training, ser¬ 
vice and supply problems. 

“The choiqp is not simple,” he said in a 
masterpiece of understatement. 

If there is any satisfaction for the layman 
in seeing the selection finally made, it is in the 
knowledge that our military people preferred 
the F-18A. Logic suggests that should have 
settled the matter. Not so in a democracy. 
While it was clearly a military question, the 
decision had to be made by politicians. That 
can be hazardous, as events proved. 

In the past few days, both McDonnell 
Douglas and General Dynamics sweetened 
their so-called economic offsets, the prom¬ 
ises of investment and jobs in Canada in return 
for the contract. The scene got ugly. Members 
of Parliament from Quebec vigorously pro¬ 
moted the F-16, not because of merit, not 
because it could serve Canada better, but 
simply because that choice would have 
brought more economic goodies to their con¬ 
stituents. 

It could have been MPs from Ontario, or 
British Colombia perhaps. But it was Quebec, 
at a time when her relationship with the rest of 
the country is sensitive, to put it mildly. 

To its credit, the cabinet rose above such 
seedy politicking in making its choice. Let’s 
hope the issue is now at rest. 


Politicians’ games must take precedence 


WASHINGTON — Three months 
ago, when the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan was still a fresh taste, 
President Carter proposed a boycott 
of the 1980 summer Olympics in Mos¬ 
cow. The Canadian and British gov 
emments quickly agreed; West Ger- 
many and Japan signalled a 
willingness to go along for a while, it 
looked as though the Moscow Olym¬ 
pics would collapse. 

But in these hyperactive times, 
three months can change the world. 
There is a new Canadian government, 
one not interested in promoting an 
Olympic boycott. In Britain, the na 
tional Olympic committee has defied 
the government and decided to go to 
Moscow. The Japanese have let it be 
known that they don’t want to be all 
alone on this one. Even American 
athletes have begun to lobby against 
their president, many of them hoping 
to find a way to defy him and take 
part in the Moscow Olympics. 

For President Carter, the Olympic 
boycott has been a characteristic 
undertaking. As he has done so often, 
on other issues — the moral equiva¬ 
lent of war, for example — the presi¬ 
dent has declared his position stark¬ 
ly, made a few public statements 
defending it, and otherwise dropped 
the issue, leaving the boycott effort to 
his staff. Members of his staff insist 
privately that the boycott will still 
be a success and that a substantial 
number of countries will in the end 
stay away from Moscow, but at the

moment any confident predictions 
seem premature. 

Meanwhile, curiously, the sym¬ 
bolic importance of the Olympic boy¬ 
cott has grown substantially, a point 
that is not mentioned in the continu¬ 
ing public debate on the question. 

When the idea of a boycott was 
first broached, it was a novelty, al¬ 
most a curiosity. Three months later, 
it is a major international issue, and 
the outcome of the American-led at¬ 
tempts to ruin the Moscow Olympiad 
will be seen throughout the world as 
an important symbol of the interna¬ 
tional balance of power. 

Opponents of a boycott may re¬ 
gard this transformation of this issue 
as unfair, but it is indisputable, 
nevertheless. The president of the 
United States has made the boycott a 
matter of superpower confrontation. 
The Soviets have taken up his chal¬ 
lenge. They are sending emissaries 
around the world to drum up partici¬ 
pants for the Olympics. In some 
countries — Bolivia, Mauritius, Guin¬ 
ea-Bissau and others, according to 
the State Department — the Russians 
have offered to help finance Olympic 
teams if they will just come to Mos¬ 
cow.

How Malta’s idealist leader 
lost his sense of proportion 



LONDON — Men who are 
ambitious to be great, but 
whom fate dooms to spend 
their lives 
in a petty 
setting, 
often end 
up with de¬ 
lusions of 
grandeur. 

For Dorn 
Mintoff, 
fate was 
the fact of 
being born 
Maltese, 
for it meant that the only 
country he could ever as¬ 
pire to lead was Malta. 

Prime Minister Mintoff 
is a clever and capable 
man, but almost a decade 
of listening to his own syco¬ 
phantic supporters, cou¬ 
pled with the frustration of 
not being taken very seri¬ 
ously abroad, has done se¬ 
rious damage to his sense 
of proportion. As witness 
his latest escapade. 

In January, two British 
Navy ships, a frigate and a 
supply ship, passed within 
13 kilometres of Malta 
while returning to Britain 
from the Indian Ocean. 
Mintoff promptly held a 
public rally to denounce 
British plans to attack 
Malta, and said that he 
could not now be blamed if 
he linked up even with the 
Devil himself (meaning, 
presumably, the Soviet 
Union) to defend the small 
Mediterranean island na¬ 
tion. 

The alleged violation of 
Maltese territorial waters 
by these two ships, to¬ 
gether with “reports” of 
American aircraft over¬ 
flying the island, have been 
given hysterical treatment

by the state-controlled 
radio and televison and by 
the newspapers owned by 
Mintoff’s Malta Labor 
Party. Five old Bofors guns 
were sent to defend the air¬ 
field against the rapacious 
imperialists, and Mintoff 
bravely declared: “The 
Maltese will sell their gold 
rings and heirlooms if 
necessary to buy guns.” 

Desipte Mintoff’s threats 
to open fire on the Royal 
Navy it seems highly un¬ 
likely that the 300,000 Mal¬ 
tese will find themselves at 
war with Britain. For one 
thing, the crews of the Mal¬ 
tese army’s twelve patrol 
boats mutinied in January 
when Mintoff ordered them 
to go out on five-day-long 
patrols, and the angry 
prime minister threatened 
to disband the entire 800- 
man army in retaliation. 

But Mintoff is not a fool. 
He knows perfectly well 
that nobody plans to attack 
Malta, and that Britain has 
never recognized his uni¬ 
lateral extension of Malta’s 
territorial waters from 5 
km to 20 km. 

Mintoff’s motive for this 
comic-opera confrontation 
which Britain has scarcely 
noticed lies partly in do¬ 
mestic politics. It was the 
issue of British bases in 
Malta which helped to 
bring him to power in 1969 
and to keep him there — 
though with only a two per 
cent majority — in 1974. 
Another election is due in 
Malta next year. 

Not only did the bases 
issue help mobilize nation- 
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g6ing to Japan to argue for an 
Olympic participation. Soviet Olym¬ 
pic officials are even touring the 
United States, arguing that the 
American team should be allowed to 
come to Moscow. If the Soviets win 
this contest, the rest of the world and 
the coming generation of Soviet lead¬ 
ers will surely know how to interpret 
the results. 

If some way could have been found 
to avoid raising the issue, the 1980 
Olympics might have been held in 
Moscow as planned without creating 
an impression that participating 
countries were somehow endorsing 
or at least accepting the Soviet inva¬ 
sion of Afghanistan. But this was 
never a real possibility, because the 
Soviets themselves were bound to 
raise the issue. In effect, they already 
have, declaring before the invasion 
that Moscow’s selection as the site of 
the Olympics represented interna¬ 
tional recognition of the Soviets’ 
peaceful foreign policy. 

American proponents of the U.S. 
participation in these Olympics now 
are arguing, in effect, that President 
Carter deserves to be humiliated on 
this one. He over-reacted, they argue, 
by volunteering to sacrifice (he 


alist feeling behind Min-, 
toff, but it also gave him 
the opportunity to indulge 
in the delightfully invi¬ 
gorating and danger-free 
activity of “defying British 
imperialism.” The last 
British troops left Malta a 
year ago, however, so now 
Mintoff has to go Jarther^ 
afield to find his paper 
tigers — 13 km offshore, to 
be precise. 

It might reasonably be 
asked why Mr. Mintoff 
need worry about elections, 
when he is already practi 
cally the dictator of Malta 
in all but name. His major¬ 
ity in parliament is only 34 
seats to the opposition Na¬ 
tional Party’s 31, but Min¬ 
toff’s personality cult 
dominates the media and 
bands of his young follow¬ 
ers have taken to beating 
up his political foes. 

Local offices of the oppo¬ 
sition party have repeated¬ 
ly been attacked and des¬ 
troyed by Labor Party 
thugs, and last Oct. 15 the 
main opposition paper. The 
Times of Malta, was 
burned down. The leader of 
the opposition. Dr. Edward 
Fenech-Adami, whose wife 
was beaten up on the same 
day, was understating the 
case when he said that 
there has been an “erosion 
of democracy” under Min¬ 
toff. 

And yet none of this need 
have happened: Mintoff 
would almost certainly be 
re-elected just on his rec¬ 
ord. The lot of the poor has 
unquestionably improved 
under Mintoff, and aver¬ 
age income is now almost 
$2,500. Tourism is flourish¬ 
ing, inflation is only 4 per 
cent and the Gross National 
Product grew last year by 
12 per cent. 

Mintoff’s tragedy (and 
Malta's) is that he is a man 
with democratic ideals and 
authoritarian instincts. In 
a bigger country, his ten¬ 
dency to tyranny might 
have been curbed by the 
competition of other equal¬ 
ly powerful personalities. 
And with a bigger stage to 
act on, he might never have 
succumbed to such follies 
as his flirtation with 
Libya’s Colonel Gadafi 
(now largely over) or his 
present pantomime war 
with Britain. 


Olympics to the gods that preside 
over superpower rivalry. Our games 
are more important than your games, 
the anti-boycott forces seem to be 
telling the politicians. Of course this 
is true for the athletes who have 
spent years, even lifetimes, prepar¬ 
ing to compete in the 1980 Olympics. 
But can it be argued seriously by 
anyone else? In a world whose actual 
survival depends on successful man¬ 
agement of the superpower rivalry* 
surely the politicians’ games must 
take precedence? 

Decisions by American athletic of¬ 
ficials that either frustrate the presi¬ 
dent’s international boycott cam¬ 
paign or make possible some kind of 
American participation in Moscow 
are unlikely to be described in future 
histories of these weird times as 
mere humiliations of President 
Carter. They would be much more 
significant than that. 

There may be no more important 
question before America and the 
world than this: Can the United States 
run its end of the superpower con¬ 
frontation with strength, confidence 
and common sense? If it cannot, the 
last years of the 20th century are 
going to be grim. Decisions taken by 
American athletic officials this 
spring that undermine American 
policy toward this misbegotten Olym¬ 
piad would diminish the prospects for 
a happier outcome.

Some handy hints on strategy 
if you need help from the feds 



OTTAWA — The game is 
the same, so are many of 
the players, but indications 
are for a 
change in 
rules. 

These 
switches in 
the guide¬ 
lines may 
be only in 
the fine 
print, but if 
you and 
your group 
are mount¬ 
ing a mission-to-Ottawa, 
know in advance what you 
are facing. 

Pierre Trudeau and the 
Liberals are back — the 
“same old bunch,” as Dief 
used to call them — after 
former Tory Prime Minis¬ 
ter Joe Clark’s minor inter¬ 
ruption in their now dec¬ 
ades-long rule. But the 
word to the wise is that 
they’re not quite the same 
Liberals as before. 

They say themselves that 
they have a slight list to the 
left. “Getting back to the 
people,” they call it. 

So a safe generalization 
would be that if you are a 
special social interest 
group — senior citizens, 
women’s rights, anti-pov¬ 
erty organization or almost 
any underprivileged body 
looking for more govern¬ 
ment help — you can be 
sure of getting sympathy if 
nothing else. 

But if you are big, rich 
and already doing well — 
like, say, the oil multi¬ 
nationals — and are asking 
government favors or spe¬ 
cial consideration, no mat¬ 
ter how basically essential 
your financial well being 
may be to the national 
economy you'll not likely 
find many friends, much 
less supporters. 

Big or little, rich or poor, 
you and your group think 
you have a case to be made 
in Ottawa. 

The first consideration is 
that in coming and having 
your say, you’ll be doing 
yourself no harm in mak¬ 
ing the government aware 
of your problems. At least 
you’ll get to know the politi¬ 
cians and bureaucrats who 
have some knowledge and 
perhaps even interest in 
your activities. And once 
acquaintance is made, it is 
always easier, and often 
more successful, in dealing 
with the people you know 
than the people you don’t. 

Remember, too, that 
governments, even in ma¬ 
jority power, have their 
priorities, and keeping 
“in” tops the list. So they 
will always want to make a 
friend before creating an 
enemy. 

All governments send out 
signals in advance of their 
intentions, so read and in¬ 
terpret them for a better 
understanding of the atmo¬ 
sphere — the very “feel¬ 
ing” — of the administra¬ 
tion and its likely attitude 
to your submission. 

The first signal comes in 
the election campaign, and 
the only readable sign the 
Liberals have sent out is 
that they’re moving left. 
Their next advance tipoff 
to their future intentions 
will come in the Throne 
Speech presented at the 
opening of Parliament.

It will be full of general¬ 
ities with few specifics as 
throne speeches tradition¬ 
ally have been, but it can 
give an indication of gov¬ 
ernment direction. 

The bottom line, of 
course, is the budget. But if 
you are making a case in 
Ottawa, you’ve got to make 
it before — not after — the 
budget to get the best mile¬ 
age out of your mission. 

Sure, budgets are often 
amended in parliamentary 
committees, and you may 
get a chance to put a word 
in there. But it’s infinitely 
better to do it before the

Finance Minister puts his 
economic policy in writing 
and presents it to Parlia¬ 
ment. 

So you want something — 
a tax break, a concession, a 
grant, a change in regula¬ 
tions — ask for it yourself. 
Confer, if you will, in ad 
vanee with a lawyer, a pub¬ 
lic relations type or a con¬ 
sultant — but speak for 
yourself. 

Work through your MP in 
making your approach. 
Prepare a brief and make it 
just that, a brief. Long, 
time-wasting submissions 
are boring. 

Be sure your spokesman 
speaks from the gut, avoids 
complicated technicalities 
and statistics, and is pre¬ 
pared to answer questions 
even if some of them lack 
understanding, sympathy, 
and may be openly hostile. 

And take some of your 
associates with you, so if 
they stick you with a ques¬ 
tion you can’t answer, your 
colleagues will be in a posi¬ 
tion at the committee table 
or the minister’s office to 
come to your rescue.

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There are other ways to look at it. 

In any discussion of a tunnel to Vancouver

OTTAWA — Technically, when it’s in session, 
the House of Commons meets five days a week. 

For all practical purposes, it meets three, at 
best four. Few MPs attend Monday sittings, fewer 
still are there on Friday. 

Recently, Pierre Trudeau’s new House leader, 
Yvon Pinard, made the sensible suggestion that the 
House recognize this reality and adopt a four-day 
week. 

MPs could then have three free days each week 
to visit their ridings and tend to their constituents 
unfettered by fears of House votes. 

Pinard’s Conservative counterpart, Walter 
Baker, however, attacked the idea, arguing that the 
change “could trigger demands for four-day weeks 
all across the country.” 

“That could be very bad.” 

We’ll ignore the children-in-the-coal-pits philos¬ 
ophy inherent in that statement (there were those, 
after all, who opposed the five-day week and the 
10-hour work day, and they, too, apparently had only 
the good of the country at heart.) 

But it does seem passing strange that Baker 
should have these concerns. 

He, you’ll recall, was the Tory House authority 
who apparently couldn’t count well enough to ensure 
the survival of Joe Clark’s government in the 
Commons last December. 

And that means he has to take a lot of the credit 
for the last Parliament’s 48-day work year, which 
adds up to something less than a one-day work 
week. 

• 

The Clark government was defeated, of course, 
on a vote over a budget brought down by John Cros- 
bie, the former finance minister who has just 
returned from a pysche-salving holiday in China. 

He has come back wearing a Mao button and 
says he’s impressed by what he describes as the way 
the country is run economically. 

Don’t tell the Chinese this, but Crosbie is 
apparently convinced the country’s financial man 
darins are really “fiscal conservatives” who all 
deserve “Sinclair Stevens awards" for their abhor¬ 
rence of deficit financing and the like. 

Do they, conversely, see him as a revolution¬ 
ary? 

Or, more properly, as a revisionist. 

• 

Joe Clark and Ed Broadbent have now appoint¬ 
ed the people who will act as opposition party 
spokesmen in the new- Parliament. 

It will be some time before anyone will know 


which of them is best suited to the jobs they’ve been 
given. 

Semantically, however, a couple already have a 
leg up on the others. 

Broadbent, for instance, appropriately named 
NDP MP Terry Sargeant as his defence critic. And, 
in another moment of inspiration, he made MP Doug 
Anguish critic of the government’s own financial 
department, the treasury board. 

At the same time, we can’t help but feel the NDP 
leader slipped up somewhat when he failed to make 
Mark Rose his environment critic. 

Similarly, in Clark’s camp, we can’t for the life 
of us understand why the Tory critic for energy 
couldn't have been Melvin Gass. 

• 

Incidentally, we don’t want to put any pressure 
on him, but if former Liberal cabinet minister Judd 
Buchanan is going to quit as MP for London West to 
take that job in Vancouver there’s at least one fellow 
Liberal who wishes he’d get on with it. 

He is David Peterson, MLA forUondon Centre 
and former Liberal leadership candidate in the 
province, who is waiting in the wings to replace 
him. 

• 

Pierre Trudeau’s office says Liberals probably 
will make no move to fill the Hamilton West seat 
vacated by Tory Lincoln Alexander—he’s accepted 
an appointment as head of the Ontario Workmen’s 
Compensation Board—until next fall at the earliest. 
When the bvelection is called, however, there's 
speculation defeated Liberal Gus MacFarlane will 
take yet another stab at office. 

In the meantime, the rotund former athletic 
director is keeping his finger In the political pie by 
working as an assistant to Indian Affairs Min¬ 
ister John Munro. 

• 

Finally, it has become increasingly clear that 
Joe Clark’s troops are, to be charitable, something 
less than battle ready. (Like Clark, most are 
recovering from lengthy post-election vacations). 

Perhaps that helps explain why. in the days 
leading up to Thursday’s fighter plane announce¬ 
ment, Tory defence critic Allan McKinnon was 
spending his time driving to Ottawa from his 
Victoria home. 

When the fighter order came dow n, MacKinnon 
had only reached Superior, Wis. 

The Tories tracked him down at a motor inn 
there . . . giving him the distinction of providing the 
first American reaction to the deal.

Contract-losers keep bid alive until May 31 


The prospect of sharing in some of the 
offset aerospace work that is certain 
to result from the fighter program award 
became even more tempting — and at the 
same time more frustrating at Trident 
Aircraft Ltd. 

Trident chief executive officer Jerome 
Vaverek said Thursday that his Sid¬ 
ney-based company has been negotiating 
since last December with McDonnell 
Douglas to build parts for their DC-9 
passenger jets. 

“But we can’t, of course, live up to such 
a program until we get re-established 
ourselves,” he added. 

Trident shut down last January as it 
neared the production stage for its Trigull 
amphibian aircraft because of a cash 
shortage. A staff of 107 was let go. 
The federal government had withdrawn 
promises of $4 million in loans but the 
Liberal party was returned to power last 


February and made campaign promises 
to reinstate the loan. 

Trident and its backers are still await¬ 
ing Treasury Board approval for the 
funds and now feel that April 24 is the 
nearest date when such approval will be 
given. 

Vaverek said that Trident has the certi¬ 
fication to build parts for both civilian 
and military aircraft and hoped to do 
work for McDonnell Douglas even if 
they weren’t given the contract. 

He also confirmed that officials of Gen¬ 
eral Dynamics had visited the plant and 
they had acknowleged that Trident was in 
a position to perform aircraft work. 

Commenting on the Ottawa award, Va¬ 
verek said he was pleased to see that 
the award was apparently made on the 
basis of a military need, and not for 
political considerations.

B.C. smelter scheme not dead

Promoters of B.C.’s first 
world-scale copper smelter 
are “studying their op¬ 
tions, and will continue to 
do so for several weeks” as 
a result of the federal gov¬ 


ernment’s Thursday deci¬ 
sion to purchase their 
rival’s fighter aircraft. 

Pratt and Whitney Air¬ 
craft Group and General 
Dynamics Corp., joint- 
builders of the losing can¬ 
didate F-16, said in Ottawa 
Thursday evening that “in 


view of the fact that certain 
eventa may tahe place that 
will mean further (evalua¬ 
tions) of the programs, we 
are pleased to keep our 
offer valid until May Si.” 

The statement was made 
in a letter to Robert Brfd- 
shaw, who headed an 


made “a very good and 
sound decision.” 

The government should 
be concerned with eco¬ 
nomic benefits from the 
contract, but be said: “I am 
principally concerned with 
the defence of this country. 
Any other concern is sec¬ 
ondary.” 

The choice became a 
political issue after Quebec 
politicians and business 
spokesmen urged Ottawa 
to make a choice that would 
steer work to Quebec-based 
aircraft plants, which ac¬ 
count for 48 per cent of jobs 
and 50 per cent of sales in 
the Canadian aeronautics 
industry. 

Spokesmen for Canadalr 
Ltd. and Pratt and Whitney 
Aircraft of Canada Ltd., 
the province’s two largest 
aircraft companies, said 
they had received no 
pledges of subcontracts 
from either of the contend¬ 
ers. 

“We haven’t expressed a 
preference one way or an¬ 
other,” said Harvie Wal- 
ford, vice-president of cor- 
porate planning at 
Canadair. 

“It is unclear how much 
work there will be for Can¬ 
adair. We held discussions 
some time’ago with both 
manufacturers and with 
the government to see what 
sort of subcontracts might 
be available for us, but for 
now we’ll just have to wait 
and see.” 

Both Walford and Pratt 
and Whitney spokesman 
Pierre Henri said the deci¬ 
sion would have no immedi¬ 
ate effect on their daily 
operations. 

Andre Vallerand, direc¬ 
tor-general of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the Dis¬ 
trict of Montreal, said both 
his group and the Montreal 
Board of Trade will watch 
carefully to make sure the 
Quebec aeronautics indus¬ 
try gets its fair share of 
high-technology work.

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Questions in Washington 


WASHINGTON (CP) — 
Canada is the first foreign 
country to put money on the 
line for the U.S.-developed 
F-18A fighter aircraft that 
has been the subject of 
mixed reviews in Washing¬ 
ton. 

The U.S. Navy and Ma¬ 
rine Corps like the F-18, 
and are buying 1,337 of the 
technically-advanced air¬ 
craft in fighter and bomber 
versions. 

But the General Account¬ 
ing Office, the congressio¬ 
nal watchdog agency, has 
sharply criticized the air¬ 
craft because of its short 
range and slower-than-ex- 
pec ted acceleration. 

Aviation Week, a maga¬ 
zine specializing in the 
aerospace industry, has 
published articles detailing 
problems with “wind 
drag” that slow the F-18 
down in flight. 

McDonnell Douglas says 
the company is working on 
these problems. 

As Canadian taxpayers 
are finding out, develop¬ 
ment costa of a new fighter 


are hard to control. The 
General Accounting Office 
says the U.S. Navy’s esti¬ 
mate for the F-18 has risen 
to $17.4 million a plane 
from an original estimate 
of $15.9 million. 

The Canadian aircraft 
order originally was exr 
pected to total about $2.34 
billion, but by the time the 
final bills are paid in 1999 
the cost to taxpayers would 
be $4 billion. 

The F-18 is not yet in 
full-scale production, and It 
will be 1983 before the U.S. 
Navy deploys its first 
squadrons of the new 
plane. The Canadian gov¬ 
ernment expects to start 
receiving its F-18s in late 
1982, and to have all 137 of 
them by 1989. 

The General Accounting 
Office has recommended 
slowing down production 
schedules for the F-18—cit¬ 
ing its short range, accel¬ 
eration problems and trou¬ 
ble getting the nose wheel 
off the ground — because it 
might prove extremely 
costly to correct these defi¬ 
ciencies later. 


Part of the nose wheel 
problem involved a pin that 
regularly sheared off upon 
landing on aircraft car¬ 
riers, but a U.S. defence 
official noted that will not 
be a problem for Canada 
“since you don’t have any 
carriers.” 

Despite these difficul¬ 
ties, the U.S. Navy has 
given the F-18 high marks 
in Its reports to Congress, 
and Defence Secretary 
Harold Brown praises the 
plane for meeting U.S. re¬ 
quirements for “a modera¬ 
tely-priced, multi-purpose 
aircraft.” 

The twin-engined F-18 
has been under develop¬ 
ment in the United States 
for almost a decade. It was 
intended originally to be a 
“light-weight fighter” that 
would complement the 
heavier-duty F-14 and F-15 
aircraft, but its armament 
and weight have increased 
as it was developed.

IMP Aerospace Ltd., a 
Halifax manufacturer of 
electronic, marine and 
aeronautical equipment, 
has a letter of intent from 
McDonnell Douglas for a 
contract to make wiring 
harnesses. 

Also pending is a possible 
transfer from California to 
IMP of wiring-harness 
work for McDonnell Doug¬ 
las’ DC-9 and DC-10 air¬ 
liners, the minister said. 

Thornhill also said En- 
heat Ltd. of Amherst, N.S., 
which already makes wing 
parts for McDonnell Doug¬ 
las airliners, has been as¬ 
sured that its quotation on 
the F-18a’s nose barrel is 
competitive. 


McDonnell Douglas has 
made references to work in 
B.C. that would include 
dryers for forest products, 
plating systems and com¬ 
ponents for DC-9s and DC- 
10s. B.C. has no aircraft 
factories, however, other 
than Trident in Sidney, 
which Is shut down.

Robert Halbauer, Van¬ 
couver, president of the 
Mining Association of B.C., 
said Thursday that he dis¬ 
putes the need for such a 
larger smelter at this time. 
He said that the economics 
of the industry preclude 
such a plan and that there 
is a world smelter-capacity 
surplus right now. 

“There’s no question we 
have the deposits on hand 
for such a project,” he 
added. “But on the other 
hand the construction of a 
major smelter won’t result 
in the opening of one more 
mine in B.C.”

The newest giant to be 
added to Pacific Australia 
Direct Line's fleet of roll¬ 
on roll-off vessels is cur¬ 
rently undergoing its first 
annual drydocking at the 
federal graving dock at Es¬ 
quimau.

Harbor centre 
plans screech 
to abrupt halt

Plans for the controversial Wharf 
Street convention centre came to an 
abrupt and at least temporary halt 
Thursday. 

An application by the Provincial Capi¬ 
tal Commission for a development permit 
to build the $8 million project below 
Bastion Square was tabled by Victoria 
council after Aid. William McElroy told 
council the centre couldn't be built on 
the site under its current zoning. 

And Aid. Robin Blencoe told council he 
had been informed that the B.C. Muni¬ 
cipal Act prohibited council from com 
mitting future councils to a payment of 
$200,000 a year, half the anticipated 
operating deficit of the convention 
centre. 

TO CLEAR THE AIR, city council re¬ 
ferred the issue to its Advisory Planning 
Commission for a recommendation. 

Council also instructed city solicitor 
Jakob de Villiers to prepare a report on 
the possible ramifications of the city's 
commitment to pick up the tab for half the 
annual operating deficit. 

The property on which the convention 
centre is to be built is now zoned for 
harbor-commercial use. Ironically, the 
convention centre wouldn’t be a high 
enough use for that zoning. 

It would only have 25 per cent of the 
allowable density and have far more 
public space than the zoning calls for. 

McELROY SAID in an interview after 
the meeting the city coukj go two ways if it 
wished to pursue the convention centre 
plans. The site could be rezoned to 
public-building use, a new zoning cate¬ 
gory, or the existing zoning could be 
amended to allow public-building uses. 

At any rate, the city wouldn’t be within 


its rights to build the proposed convention 
centre without changing the zoning, he 
said. 

REFERRING THE MATTER to the 
Advisory Planning Commission achieves 
an aim which critics of the scheme have 
been asking for. It will move the issue into 
the public arena for a hearing, but that 
public hearing isn’t expected until a 
month from now. 

During the question period, city council 
heard from a number of people who were 
opposed to the waterfront convention 
centre. 

They criticized its location, demanding 
that the waterfront not be destroyed by a 
convention centre. 

BLENCOE, WHO raised the first 
doubts about the scheme, said the fact 
that the project couldn’t even be built 
under existing zoning regulations was 
indicative of the “very peculiar style” in 
which the plans had been pushed along. 

But McElroy countered there had been 
no attempts to keep the public in the 
dark. If the public and city council 
weren’t as informed as they would like 
to be. that was the fault of the Capital 
Commission which holds its meetings in 
private, he said. 

Mayor William Tindall and McElroy 
are city council’s representatives on the 
commission. 

THE CONVENTION CENTRE is to be 
built with public funds. The provincial 
government has committed itself to about 
$6 million and the city has agreed in 
principle to build a 215-car underground 
parkade on the site. 

City council also agreed earlier to pay 
half the annual operating deficit of the 
centre, to a maximum of $200,000. 

The design for the centre has been 
awarded to Vancouver architect Paul 
Merrick. There was no call for tenders. 


Applications swamp 
new nursing program 


More than 500 applica¬ 
tions have been received 
fo> the 128 first-year places 
in a new nursing program 
which begins at Camosun 
College next fall. 

The two-year program 
will by 1981 be the only 
diploma nursing program 
on Vancouver Island. Both 
Victoria General and Royal 
Jubilee hospitals, which 
have offered three-year di¬ 
ploma nursing programs in 
the past, have stopped ad¬ 
mitting new students. 

The last class will gradu¬ 
ate from Victoria General 
in 1981, and from Royal 
Jubilee in 1983. 

Because the first two 
classes from Camosun will 
overlap classes from Royal 
Jubilee in 1982 and 1083, the 
number of nursing gradu¬ 
ates from the region will 
bulge in those years, but 
since the province now pro¬ 
duces fewer than half of the 
new nurses it needs each 
year, the overlap is not ex¬ 
pected to affect graduates’ 


chances of employment. 

The Camosun program is 
one of the few in the prov¬ 
ince with multiple points of 
entry and exit. 

that means, the college 
board was told Thursday, 
that students entering the 
course can exit at two 
points. If they stay for the 
whole program, they can 
write examinations for re¬ 
gistered nursing. If they 
leave the program before 
the full two years, they will 
be able to write examina¬ 
tions for licensed practical 
nursing. 

The program also en¬ 
ables those with existing 
nursing qualifications, 
such as practical nurses 
and nursed aides, to enter 
the program and upgrade 
their qualifications to thpse 
of a registered nurse. 

In the first year of the 
program, students will be 
admitted only in Septem¬ 
ber. In subsequent years, 
students may be able to 
enter the program in Janu¬ 
ary as well, when the sec-

ond of each year’s two 15- 
week semesters begins. 

The program will involve 
about three days of class 
time and two days of clini¬ 
cal time each week, and the 
winter semesters will con¬ 
clude with a seven-week 
practicum. 

An orientation program 
has been developed to en¬ 
sure that students under¬ 
stand the requirements of 
the profession. Completion 
of that program is a pre¬ 
requisite for application. 

‘‘It’s a way of acquaint¬ 
ing people with the course, 
and of helping them self¬ 
select into or out of the 
course if they wish,” col¬ 
lege curriculum committee 
chairman Win Mott said. 

So far this year, 535 peo¬ 
ple have taken the course. 
A ‘‘random number” sys¬ 
tem will be used this time 
around to select the 128 
successful candidates, but 
in future years, entry will 
be on a first-come, first- 
served basis. 


‘People put their lives on the line’ 

Bogus Mayday call led 
to 3 boys and large tab 


What price tag do 
you put on a prank? 

In the case of a re¬ 
cent full-scale search 
for a non-existent sink¬ 
ing boat, the cost may 
have been as much as 
$90,000. 

But that’s only 
money. It could have 
cost the lives of would- 
be rescuers. Fortuna¬ 
tely it didn’t. 

That was the senti 
ment of both police and 
rescue officials Thurs¬ 
day after investigation 
of the bogus March 30 
Mayday call led to 
three 16-year-old boys 
from the Brentwood 
Bay area. 

James Earl, a Cen¬ 
tral Saanich police 
constable and leader of 
the Canadian Marine 
Rescue Auxiliary for 
Sidney and the Saanich 
Peninsula, said there 
was a possibility the 
juveniles would be 
charged under the 
Radio Act of Canada, 
the Canadian Shipping 
Act, or possibly even 
under the Criminal 
Code. A decision would 
be made later on 
whether to lay char¬ 
ges. 

Earl said a com¬ 
bined effort of police, 
the military rescue 
centre in Esquimalt, 
the U.S. Coast Guard, 
Safety Afloat (SAF), 


various other local vol¬ 
untary rescue groups 
and the department of 
communications were 
responsible for solving 
the case. 

“We are telling this 
story so that people 
will know you can get 
caught doing this kind 
of thing,” said Earl. 

The needless search 
began about 9 p.m. on 
March 30 when a May- 
day call was picked up 
by the U.S. Coast 
Guard at Port Angeles 
concerning a pleasure 
craft that was sup¬ 
posed to be sinking five 
miles off Point Ro¬ 
berts with a family of 
four. 

Pressed into service 
were a coast guard 
helicopter from Port 
Angeles, a Canadian 
Forces Buffalo air-, 
craft from Comox, a 
Canadian Coast Guard 
hovercraft from Van¬ 
couver and numerous 
volunteer vessels. 

It entailed extensive 
work on the part of the 
federal department of 
communications 
which was able to de¬ 
termine about two 
days later that the dis¬ 
tress call had actually 
come from near Brent¬ 
wood Bay. 

Earl said the investi¬ 
gation led to the dis¬ 
covery that three boys

had broken into a boat 
at the Brentwood Bay 
government dock and 
had sent the phoney 
message from a radio 
aboard the boat. 

He was told by mili¬ 
tary rescue officials 
that the cost of the 
two-hour search and 
investigation would be 
at least $30,000. 

But Lt.-Cmdr. Dick 
Pepper said later he 
had been advised $30,- 
000 would involve only 
the costs compiled by 
the department of 
communications. 

“The over-all costs 
probably would have 


been triple that 
amount,” Pepper said. 

The problem is that 
the March 30 incident 
is not an isolated case. 
Military rescue offi¬ 
cials believe they deal 
with as many as 12 to 
18 false distress calls a 
year. 

“But we never take a 
chance on them,” said 
Pepper. “We have to 
go out.” 

Like Earl, he said 
such pranksters should 
be aware that they en¬ 
danger the lives of in¬ 
nocent people—par¬ 
ticularly if search 
vessels head out into 
an uncertain sea after 
dark, as was the case 
last month. 

Pepper had praise 
for the volunteers of 
the Provincial Emer 
gency Program, SAF 
and other groups that 
go out on such mis¬ 
sions. 

“They are putting 
their lives on the line,” 
hesaid. 

Earl said mean¬ 
while, that conviction 
under the Radio Act of 
Canada could bring a 
fine of $2,500, a year 
in jail, or both, and that 
conviction under the 
Canada Shipping Act 
carries a maximum 
fine of $250, but also 
includes the entire 
costs of the search.

floating 

hostel? 

The Princess Marguerite 
could end her days as a 
floating youth hostel. 

That at least is the idea of^ 
the Canadian Hostelry As¬ 
sociation, part of the in¬ 
ternational Youth Hostel 
Association which has 5,000 
hostels in 19 countries. 

The executive director of 
the association’s B.C. re¬ 
gion, Bill Nicholson, said 
from Vancouver on Thurs¬ 
day the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite was a “very attrac¬ 
tive proposition.” 

So far the association has 
not made formal applica¬ 
tion to the provincial gov¬ 
ernment for the former 
Victoria-Seattle ferry. 

Nicholson said the situa 
tion was “too hot to handle 
politically” now and when 
the air had cleared his as¬ 
sociation would let its inter¬ 
est be known. 

Meanwhile, he said he 
was sure the government 
knew the Maggie would 
make an ideal youth hostel 
and that the association 
was interested. 

The association put in an 
offer on the old hydrogra¬ 
phic survey vessel William 
J. Stewart but was unsuc 
cessful. That 18-year-old 
vessel is now destined to 
become a floating hotel at 
Ucluelet. 

Nicholson said the Mag¬ 
gie would be run by the 
hostel association but could 
remain government 
owned. The government 
would also have to provide 
the estimated $250,000 to 
refurbish it, plus perma¬ 
nent mooring. 

In Stockholm an old sail¬ 
ing boat has been convert¬ 
ed to a 60 bed hostel and is 
extremely popular. 


City council rejoining 
national federation 

Victoria city council decided Thursday to rejoin 
the Federation of Canadian Municipalities. 

The city gave up its membership about eight years 
ago. 

Aid. Robiq, Blencoe said national issues, such as 
unity and federal-provincial rights, demanded the city’s 
membership in the only national organization represent¬ 
ing municipal interests. 


Mortgage rally off, protest on 


A rally Saturday at the Legisla¬ 
ture is definitely off but the Van¬ 
couver Island protest against high 
mortgage interest rates continues 
to mushroom. 

Local organizer, Saanich hair¬ 
dresser and mother of two chil¬ 
dren, Ena Curran, has more than 
1,500 names so far mostly through 
petitions but with scores more 
by letters which arrive at her 4171 
Borden home in each day’s mail. 

Mrs. Curran has been staggered 
by the depth of feeling and genuine 
hardship and desperation which 
have shown through in the letters 
and it makes her more determined 
to continue the battle. Some of 
the writers face monthly mort¬ 
gage payment increases as high as 
$300. 


But the now nation-wide move¬ 
ment against high interest rates is 
not always to her liking. 

« She is worried by Communist 
Party members being involved in 
the organization of a rally in 
Vancouver on Sunday and said 
Thursday night, “I don’t want any 
part of that sort of thing. 

“We have something going 
which is very nice and I don’t want 
to get involved in any kind of poli¬ 
tics,” the 39-year-old working 
mother said. 

In Vancouver a group organizing 
the Sunday rally — the Associa¬ 
tion to Control Mortgage Rates— 
includes Bruce Yorke, a known 
Communist Party member. 

“That’s what they like to do, 


organize protest rallies. Well 1 
don’t want sincere people scared 
off so I am having nothing to do 
with the Vancouver group,” she 
said. 

Another factor which persuaded 
Curran to call off the planned 
Saturday protest was the diffi¬ 
culty keynote speaker and pro¬ 
test instigator Viv Woolford, of 
Mississauga Ont., was having in 
raising funds tp come to Victoria. 

A former car salesman, Wool- 
ford tossed his job to spearhead 
the campaign against high mort¬ 
gage interest rates across Canada. 
Despite his financial woes, it is 
believed he will still make it to the 
Vancouver rally, however. 

Curran plans to organize a local 


rally at a later date but has Mon¬ 
day’s speech from the throne from 
the Liberal Government in Ot¬ 
tawa in focus first before setting a 
date. There is expected to be a 
general indication of what federal 
help beleaguered home buyers will 
get. 

Meanwhile, the petitions and let¬ 
ters keep coming in and she plans 
to bundle them up and send them 
directly to Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau. 

Letter writers had made it clear, 
she said, that while they might put 
up with increases in the prices of 
gasoline, alcohol, cigarettes and 
groceries, their wage packets 
could not stand the massive in¬ 
crease in interest rates.

The fact that the half-finished apartment building 
of the description above was at 605 Douglas, at the 
entrance to one of Canada's most beautiful parks, was 
simply ridiculous, Hartnell told a meeting of city council 
Thursday night. 

The aldermen nodded agreement and referred the 
matter to Group A committee for consideration. The 
outcome may be a recommendation that city council 
order the immediate demolition of the derelict apartment 
building. 

It’s been there in its present condition for 25 years. 
The former owner never completed the building. 

For 16 of those years, Hartnell, owner of the 
Queen Victoria Inn, has been looking at the mon¬ 
strosity. So have guests in his hotel. 

“One-third of my rooms are confronted with this 
eyesore,” he said, adding that a lot of repeat cus¬ 
tomers asked for rooms facing the other direction. 

Peter Northover who acquired the property follow 
ing the recent death of the former owner, was recent 
ly asked to explain why city council shouldn’t order the 
demolition of the structure, which it can do under the 
terms of the B.C. Municipal Act. 

Victoria architect Thomas Stark appeared before 
council on Northover’s behalf and said a feasibility study 
had been commissioned to decide what to do with the 
building.

He said the Toronto conglomerate, 
Canadian Cablesystems, had applied to 
the Canadian Radid-television and Tele¬ 
communications Commission for approv¬ 
al of a majority share purchase in Pre¬ 
mier Cablevision. 

Mitchell said Premier had 340,000 sub¬ 


scribers and held 45 per cent of Western 
Cablevision, which had another 67,000 
subscribers. 

“I am appalled that B.C. sits idly by 
while a valuable and growing resource 
and a monopoly public utility is taken out 
of local hands by a Toronto company.” 

“Not too long ago. Premier Bill Ben¬ 
nett declared that B.C. is not for sale and 
blocked a proposed takeover of MacMil¬ 
lan Bloedel. He should do the same in 
this case.”

Lonely free’s fate 
in region debate

What’s in a name? 

Everything, when it 
comes to a single pseudot 
suga menziesii in the High¬ 
lands. 

That’s the exotic title of a 
single Douglas fir that 
graces Lone Tree Hill, a 
tree that the Victoria Horti¬ 
cultural Society would like 
to see preserved. 

After all, if the tree goes, 
what can you call Lone 
Tree Hill? 

The Capital Region 
Board’s planning commit¬ 
tee members spent half an 
hour Wednesday debating 
the fate of that Douglas fir 
and another 55 heritage 
trees in the electoral areas, 
but the only decision they 
reached was to refer the 
issue^ to local advisory 
planning commissions. 

Committee members 
considered a report on the 
heritage trees after hear¬ 
ing from the Victoria Horti¬ 
cultural Society. 

The society was con¬ 
cerned about the felling of 
trees in electoral areas, 
and endorsed a list of trees 
society members consider¬ 
ed to be of heritage value. 

The list identified 55 heri 
tage tree groups, of which 
22 were on public land and 
17 on quasi-public land, 
such as Royal Colwood golf 
course. 

They were most con¬ 
cerned about the remain¬ 
ing 16 trees on private land 
and in development areas 
which, they felt, led a 
threatened existence. 

Planner Jim Masterton 
said the concern over the 
loss of notable trees was 
valid, and some attempt 
should be made to preserve 
the trees that contribute to 
the natural beauty and his¬ 
toric values of the electoral 
areas. 

He recommended that 
the list of heritage trees be 


updated annually, and land 
owners and developers no¬ 
tified of sites. 

He wanted to look into the 
possibility of a tree cutting 
bylaw, and suggested that 
development permits could 
be used as a means of pro¬ 
tecting heritage tree 
groups. 

Masterton also suggest¬ 
ed greater public aware¬ 
ness of the value of trees 
could be promoted “by 
means of brochures, etc.” 

The list included four 
trees in the heritage area of 
Coldstream Park. 

The society listed 12 trees 


at Royal Roads, note¬ 
worthy for their size, in¬ 
cluding a liquidamber 
styraciflua (sweetgum) 
and a quercus robur fasti 
giata (English columnar 
oak). 

There’s an ailanthus al- 
tissima (tree of heaven) on 
Goldstream Avenue, and 
chamaecyparis nootkaten- 
sis (Nootka false cypress) 
in the churchyard at Met- 
chosin. 

But most worthy of pro¬ 
tection has to be that pseu- 
dotsuga menziesii, classi¬ 
fied only as a landmark, 
and standing on Lone Tree 
Hill.

Victoria finishes the 
three-team, Jiome and 
away, double-round-robin 
elimination with a 5-3 rec¬ 


ord. Seattle winds up 4-4 
and the league champion 
Portland Winter Hawks are 
on the outside looking in at 

3-5. 

Portland general man 
ager Brian Shaw had 
stirred controversy prior to 
the final game when he said 
that a Portland television 
interview with Barry Pe¬ 
derson had sent Winter 
Hawk fans into a frenzy. 

Pederson, interviewed 
by a Portland crew follow¬ 
ing the Cougars' 8-2 thump¬ 
ing of the Winter Hawks 
Tuesday in Victoria, made 
a comment that set Port¬ 
land management and fans 
to thinking that the Cou¬ 
gars would intentionally 
lose to Seattle in order to 
keep Portland out of the 
final.

Pederson didn’t play 
against Seattle. He was 
suspended earlier in the 
day by coach Jack Shupe 
because of his comment.

The Portland broadcas¬ 
ter is reported to have 
asked Pederson: “Will you 
throw the game (in Seat¬ 
tle)?” 

Pederson’s response was 
apparently affirmative 
and when the interview was 
telecast Wednesday the 
Winter Hawks were de¬ 
luged with phone calls from 
protesting fans. 

One Portland attorney 
told Winter Hawks general 
manager Brian Shaw that 
he could get an injunction 
against the game in Seat¬ 
tle. 

In the hysteria it was 
even mentioned that the 
FBI might investigate. 

Pederson said his com¬ 
ment wfrs meant to be 
taken tongue-in-cheek. 

“I didn’t think the guy 


was serious,” said Peder¬ 
son. “I was being face¬ 
tious.” 

Shaw indicated that the 
Oregonians didn’t take the 
statement lightly. 

“It was a very bad com 
ment,” said Shaw. “I’m not 
concerned about my hock¬ 
ey club. I’m concerned 
about what it might do to 
the league.” 

But the game went on and 
the Cougars did take some 
of the edge off things by 
making it close. 

“We played well but it’s 
hard to get the players up 
for a game that doesn’t 
mean anything to them,” 
said Panchyshyn. “They 
wgre up for Tuesday's 
<g3me and they’ll be up for 
Saturday’s game.”

When Campbell started his job as president, there 
were six teams in the NHL and two of them were based in 
Canada, Montreal Canadiens and Toronto Maple Leafs. 
When Campbell retired, there were 17 teams in the league 
and only three in Canada — Montreal; Toronto and 
Vancouver Canucks. That’s a drop from 33 percent 
representation to 17.6 percent. 

Today, there are 21 teams in the NHL and six of them 
are based in Canada (28.6 percent) — Montreal, Toronto, 
Vancouver, Edmonton Oilers, Winnipeg Jets and Quebec 
Nordiques. 

The NHL is richer for it but mostly Canada and 
Canadian hockey fans are richer for it. But none of the 
thanks should go to the NHL or most of its governors. It 
should to the beer drinkers of Western Canada. 

The shortsighted governors of the NHL would never 
have accepted the four WHA teams if Western Canadians, 
particularly in Alberta and Manitoba, hadn’t started to 
boycott Molson’s beer. 

The reason being that Molson’s owns a good part of 
the Montreal Canadiens and the Canadiens joined Toron¬ 
to Maple Leafs and Vancouver Canucks in voting against 
admitting the four WHA teams. 

Well sports fans drink a lot of beer and it doesn't pay 
to get them mad. 

When Molson’s beer sales dropped off dramatically in 
the West the Canadiens urged another vote and surprise, 
surprise the WHA was in. 

Hit them where it hurts, in the pocket book. 

Predictions that the new teams wouldn’t be competi¬ 
tive and that they would drag down attendance proved 
false and in fact the opposite was the case. 

The new clubs were allowed to protect only two 
goaltenders and two skaters. 

Was the NHL afraid that the new teams might do too 
well if they were allowed to keep all their players? 

Despite the pillage the WHA teams were competitive, 

| entertaining and had excellent attendance. 

I On an individual basis, the WHA players shone. Four 
of them finished in the top 10 in the scoring race with 
Wayne Gretzky of Edmonton scoring 137 points and tying 
Marcel Dionne of Los Angeles Kings for the scoring title 
and Blaine Stoughton of Hartford Whalers scoring 56 
goals and tying Danny Gare of Buffalo Sabres and Charlie 
Simmer of Los Angeles for the lead in that department. 

One would have had to be a fool to say that the WHA 
was as good a league as the NHL but it wasn’t as bad as the 
NHL and some of the media would have liked everyone to 
believe. 

And Canadians should be grateful to the WHA for no 
. other Reason than that because of it, the number of NHL 
' teams in the country has doubled. 

Based on its track record, the NHL would probably 
J never have put franchises in Edmonton. Winnipeg or 
» Quebec. More likely they would have ended up in New 
[ Jersey, Tampa Bay and New Orleans. 

» The NHL governors seemed to have forgotten that 
J Canadians developed the game and provided the base on 

• which the sport grew. 

All those supposed great minds didn’t stop to think 
J that Canadians understand and like hockey while most 

• Americans do not. 

J Sure there are a few centres in the U.S. where the 
» game is popular but on the whole Americans could care 
J less about hockey. They’re already beseiged with football, 

> baseball and basketball. 

J While the NHL did everything it could to lure the 
» American sport fans it disgracefully neglected the Cana- 
J dianfan. 

i Each expansion brought a poorer product and more 

• U.S. based teams. If you’re going to dilute our game at 
J least give us some of thcwiilution. 

• Canadians started tyose interest. Diehard fans who 
J hadn’t missed a game in their lives stopped watching, or 

• even fell asleep during games. The old intensity only 
J returned during the playoffs and when Canada played the 
» Russians. 

J The WHA wasn’t a white knight coming along to save 
J hockey. Its originators were motivated by money just like 
» the NHL governors. 

J The WHA made the same mistakes as the NHL and 

• gave franchises to anyone who came up with the bucks, no 
J matter the city. 

Fortunately several Canadians with money, knowing 
; there was little or no hope of ever getting into the NHL, 
» took the gamble. The American teams and some Canadian 

• franchises folded due to a lack of fan interest and in the

14th Masters golf tourna¬ 
ment Thursday. 

Mitchell, 25, the last man 
to finish his round in the 
gathering darkness, tied 
PGA tour veteran David 
Graham of Australia and 
British Open champion 


Seve Ballesteros of Spain 
for the lead. 

Non Americans hold 
three of the first five places 
as winds gusted through 
the chutes formed by 
towering pines that line the 
fairways. 

Typical of the American 
frustrations were the ef 
forts of Jack Nicklaus and 
Tom Watson. 

Nicklaus, attempting at 
40 to regain the peak of 
supremacy he enjoyed so

long, had two of his shots to 
the green knocked down by 
wind that changed in veloc¬ 
ity and direction while the 
ball was in the air. He shot 
a 74. 

Watson, the outstanding 
player ih the game for 
three seasons and the fa¬ 
vorite do score his second 
Masters triumph, fought 
his way to a 73. 

But their problems were 
nothing compared with 
those encounted by Tom 
Weiskopf. He had an excur¬ 
sion into the realm of the 
record-setting golfing hor¬ 
rors. It was the stuff of 
nightmares. 

On the par-three 12th hole 
Weiskopf bit his tee shot 
into Rae’s Creek, a little 
stream in a ditch which 
guards the front of the 
green. 

He took his drop and hit 
again. 

It was the same result. 

He dropped and hit 
again. 

That one, too, got wet. 

He dropped once more 
and hit again. 

Still again, he had to turn 
to his caddy for another 
ball. 

One more time he tried 
it. 

One more time the ball 
found the water. 

The sixth one stayed 
above water. 

He made a score of 13 on 
the hole, by two shots the 
highest ever recorded in 
the history of the tourna¬ 
ment. 

“It was extremely em- 
barassing,” said Weiskopf, 
a four-time runner-up in 
this event. His famous tem¬ 
per was under control after 
he signed for his 85. But it 
was controlled at a price. 

“If you think I’m com¬ 
posed, you’re badly mis¬ 
taken,” Weiskopf said. 

Green and Jack Newton, 
the current Australian 
Open champion, were two 
strokes off the lead at 68. 
Green’s was a solid effort 


that saw him take his lone 
bogey on the 18th hole. 

Newton was consider¬ 
ably more erratic. He bir¬ 
died six of the first seven 
holes, later added an eagle- 
three but lost some ground 
with four bogeys. Graham 
Marsh, the third member 
of the Australian delega¬ 
tion, broke par with a 71. 

Tom Kite and Larry Nel¬ 
son had 69s in the warm, 
sunny weather that was 
marred only by the wind. 

The group at 70 included 
Gibby Gilbert, Andy North, 
Artie McNickle, Jim 
Simons and Ed Sneed, the 
man who had the Masters 
in his grasp until he bo¬ 
geyed the last three holes 
last year. 

But Augusta National, 7,- 
0-10 yards of flowered, roll 
ing hills, took its toll of 
some of the game’s other 
stars. 

Defending champion 
Fuzzy Zoeller started out 
bogey, three-putt, par, 
bogey, but brought it back 
for a round of par-72. 

“After that start, I’m 
tickled to death,” he said. 
“I was just trying to get in 
at par and I made it.” 

Arnold Palmer, the 50- 
year-old who won this tour¬ 
nament four times, had a

Joining Nicklaus at 74 
f was a group that included 
Hale Irwin, the United 
States Open champion, 
Johnny Miller, long-hitting 
Andy Bean, Lee Trevino 
and Craig Stadler, who 
scored his second victory of 
the season last week in the 
Greensboro Open. 

John Mahaffey and for¬ 
mer Masters champ Ray 
Floyd had 75s. Lanny Wad- 
kins and Ben Crenshaw, 
who has come so close so 
often but still lacks the 
major, title he needs to con¬ 
firm his place in the game, 
took 76s. George Burns and 
Sam Snead, at 67 compet¬ 
ing in his 41st Masters, had 
77s. 


Graham, who designs 
and crafts clubs, has won 
important titles on five 
continents, plays the game 
at its top level, writes a 
column for a golf publica¬ 
tion and has his ideas about 
course architecture, had a 
remarkably solid effort. 

He didn’t make a bogey. 
He missed only one green 
and chipped close there. He 
scored six birdies and had 
at least nine other legiti¬ 
mate chances. 

Ballesteros, who has cut 
down on his vast length off 
the tee as well as his ten¬ 
dency to wildness, pointed 
to his putting as the key to 
his round. 

“It is a great golf 
course,” he said in rapidly- 
improving English.

Desperate Canucks to start 6 The Franchise 9 in goal 



Hanlon 

. Harry’s choice 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Vancouver Canucks will start 
net minder Glen Hanlon tonight in a desperate bid to 
prolong their Stanley Cup series against ever-efficient 
Buffalo Sabres. 

Hanlon saw his first National Hockey League play¬ 
off action Wednesday in the final two periods of the 
Sabres’ convincing 6-0 win In Buffalo in the second 
game of the best of-five series. Buffalo opened with a 
2-1 decision Tuesday. 

The Sabres scored four goals in the openirtg period 
of the second game on Canucks' goalkeeper Gary 
Bromley, with three coming on power plays. Can¬ 
ucks’ coach Harry Neale elected to go with Hanlon, a 
third-year professional, for the rest of the game. 

“THOSE EARLY PENALTIES were dumb penal¬ 
ties,” Neale said. “What hurt was that we didn’t get them 
for all the hits we had. 

“We got them for things like tripping, yapping, 
shoving and holding. It put us into a state of trying to 
get goals back in one shift. We tried hard physically, 
but not mentally.” 

Hanlon, 23 and nicknamed “The Franchise” by Van¬ 
couver’s sports media, played sensationally early in the 


season for the Canucks when they led the Smytbe Divi¬ 
sion. His play suffered through the tiring months 
of December and January, when Vancouver played 
one stretch of 16 of 20 games away from home, 
and by last month he was sharing the netminding 
duties with Bromley, a 30-year-old veteran recalled 
from the minors. 

BROMLEY WAS IN GOAL for four of the last five 
games of the regular season when Vancouver went 
unbeaten, and opened the playoffs as the starter. Three of 
the first four Buffalo goals in the second game, however, 
appeared to t>e on the soft side. 

The Sabres now haven’t lost in their last 16 games 
and they’ve dropped two games in a row only once 
this season in combining the scoring talents of Gil 
Perreault, Danny Gare and Rick Martin with the air¬ 
tight goaltending of Don Edwards and Bob Sauve, 
the Vezina Trophy winners. 

“We were a little worried going into the (second) 
game,” said coach Scotty Bowman of the Sabres. “It 
was our fifth game in seven nights and we expected 
them to play a defensive game. 

“After all, we hadn’t scored more than three goals 


against them in five games this season.” 

EDWARDS IS EXPECTED TO start the third game 
as Bowman alternates goaltenders He has given up the 
only Vancouver goal of the series — In tne first game to 
rookie winger Brent Ashton. 

The Canucks and Sabres tied twice here during the 
regular season, including a 3-3 deadlock March 19 when 
Gare got the tying goal late in the game. 

Vancouver is one of the most penalized teams in 
the NHL this season, but the aggressive tactics of 
the Canucks has hurt them against the patient Sabres, 
especially in the second game. 

The Canucks expect to have defenceman Lars Lind- 
gren back tonight. He sat out the two games in Buffalo 
because of tendonitis in his wrist. Vancouver will be 
missing Chris Oddleifson, however, after the centre 
bruised a hip in the first period of the second game. 

NONE OF THE FOUR 30-goal men in the Vancouver 
lineup — Ivan Boldirev, Stan Smyl, Thomas Gradin and 
Dave Williams — have looked dangerous against the 
steady Buffalo defence.

Secretary Island, Beechey Head, 
Aldridge Point, Church Rock and 
Christopher Point have been producing 
Chinooks to 28 pounds, but mostly eight 
to 10-pounders on strip or anchovy at 
varying depths...from 60 feet and two 
pounds to 100 feet and 10 pounds. 

Victoria waterfront has been slow, 
but Oak Bay is producing a few Chin¬ 
ooks off the Flats and around the Gap 
and lots of coho grilse on small spoons. 

Randy Wright has revived the Oak 
Bay Marina Salmon Derby which he 
will run from April 26 to Oct. 19 
this year...same dates as the King 
Fisherman Contest. There will be a 
trophy for the heaviest Chinook and the 
heaviest coho along with a prize of a 
rod and reel for both, plus hidden 
weight prizes. 

James Island and Sidney waters 
have been producing fairly well for 
eight to nine-pound Chinooks and coho 
grilse in the 2 %-pound range. Anglers 
have been getting them trolling, drift 
fishing and mooching. 

Nanaimo waters have been blus¬ 
tery, but anglers are still getting good- 
sized Chinooks very deep and lots of 
17-inch coho grilse on almost any small 
red lure. At Nuttall-Northwest Bay

Creery in classy marathon field 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Six of Canada’s top 
marathoners have entered 
the Vancouver Internation¬ 
al Marathon, organizers 
said Wednesday. 

The race, which will be 
run through city streets 
May 4, will also serve as 
Canadian Olympic trials. 
Entries have closed with 
1,500 runners entered. 

Leading the front-run¬ 
ners, who are competing 
for two or three berths on 
the Olympic team, are 
Jerome Drayton of Ottawa 


and Brian Maxwell of To¬ 
ronto. 

Drayton, whose best time 
for the 26-mile, 385-yard 
distance is two hours, 10.08 
minutes, was ranked sec¬ 
ond in the world in 1978 and 
won the Boston Marathon 
in 1977. He was sixth at the 
1976 Montreal Olympics, 
and is a two-time winner of 
the Fukuoka Marathon in 
Japan. 

Maxwell, who lives in 
Berkeley, Calif., was third- 
ranked in the world in 1977. 


He was third in Boston in 
1977 and Sixth last year. His 
best time is 2:14.43. 

Other top Canadian con¬ 
tenders are: Rick Hughson, 
Toronto, 2:13.21; Don 
Howieson, Toronto, 2:12.18; 
Mike Dyon, Toronto, 2:18.05 
and Mike Creery, Victoria, 
2:21.17. 

Bill Scott of Australia 
won the race last year in 
2:15.56. Dyon was fourth 
and Creery was seventh.

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Postal mediation snaps off 


Mediation broke off 
Thunday in the post office 
contract dispute, leaving 
union officials with what 
appeared to be a slim hope 
of avoiding a national 
strike, possibly as early as 
next month. 

Jean-Claude Parrot, 
president of the Canadian 
Union of Postal Workers, 
took a fairly low-keyed ap¬ 
proach to the development, 
indicating he thought there 
was still a chance of settle¬ 
ment. 

While other CUPW offi¬ 
cials agreed, some—in¬ 
cluding those in Victoria— 
said only a complete 
change in the govern 
ment’s approach would 
provide a solution. 

“At this time, in view of 
the intransigent position of 
the employer before the 
conciliation board, the Vic¬ 
toria local of. the CUPW is 
left with no other alterna¬ 
tive but to finalize its strike 
•structure,” Victoria local 
president Daniel Stewart 
said in a prepared state¬ 
ment. 

Said Peter de Belle, vice- 
president of the Victoria 
local: “Although our mem¬ 
bers are hoping there will 
be a settlement, it will be 
necessary for the govern¬ 
ment to be willing to com¬ 
promise in order to avoid 
making a strike vote inevit¬ 
able.’’ 

The government so far 
had not negotiated in good 
faith, said de Belle. 

“They’ve refused to dis¬ 
cuss our demands and are 
still intent upon achieving 
rollbacks to the existing 
contract.” 

The main rollback 
threat, he said, was in the 
areas of job security and 
seniority. It included a de 
sire to make wide use of 
casual and part-time em¬ 
ployees. 

Parrot said in an inter¬ 
view the conciliation board 
chairman, German Jutras, 
decided he could not bring 
the two sides together and 
so called mediation off to 
write a report on which a 
settlement might be based. 

Meantime, he said 
threats by several local 
leaders of the 23,000-mem¬ 
ber union to prepare for a 
strike were normal and 
natural but still did not 
mean a strike was inevit¬ 
able. 

The union will be in a 
legal position to strike 
seven days after Jutras 
presents his report to the 
head of the Public Service 
Staff Relations Board. 

Treasury .Board Presi¬ 
dent Donald Johnston is¬ 
sued a prepared statement 
saying the conciliation 
board was unsuccessful in 
steering the parties to a 
voluntary settlement. 

Johnston said it had been 
hoped that such a settle¬ 
ment could be reached in 
light of a recent voluntary 
contract settlement be¬ 
tween treasury board and 
the Letter Carriers’ Union 
of Canada. 

“Unfortunately, this 
does not seem to have been 
the case and we will now 
have to await the report of 
the board of conciliation,” 
Johnston said. 

- Parrot said he under¬ 
stood the deadline for the 
report was next Monday, 
.but that an extension would 
•probably set back the date. 

He said the end to media¬ 
tion was not the same as 
^contract talks breaking 
-down because the two par¬ 
ties were not meeting face 
•to face.

ciliators were acting as 
middlemen between the 
negotiators. They were ap¬ 
pointed to try to settle the 
dispute after face-to-face 
talks broke down after a 
few hours in the fall.

mendations and see where 
the parties are flexible,” 
he said. 

“Any conciliator always 
tries to bring the parties 
together. He came to the 
conclusion that no, I can’t 
bring the parties together.

He said Jutras told nego¬ 
tiators he might contact 
them for further informa 
tion and clarification of 
their positions.

Film on lovers’ execution 
infuriates Saudi regime 


Hopeless terror of polio lifted 
25 years ago by 'miracle’ MD 


LA JOLLA, Calif. (AP) — Polio once conveyed the 
same hopeless terror that cancer does today. 

Every summer for years the polio virus raced about 
the country, leaving behind shriveled arms and legs, 
shiny steel braces and the metal cylinders called iron 
lungs. Most of its victims were children. 

The annual terror was lifted 25 years ago in Ann 
Arbor, Mich., on April 12, 1955, when results of a na¬ 
tionwide test showed a polio vaccine was effective. 

That spring, youngsters lined up for the vaccination 
shots and within seven years, the incidence of all types of 
polio had fallen 97 per cent f rom a 1950-54 average of 38,727 

cases a year. 

The world lavished praise and gratitude on Dr. 
Jonas Edward Salk, the 40-year-old scientist-doctor 
credited with defeating the disease. 

“People had prayed for it and they saw it in the realm 
of the miraculous, ” he recalled recently at his Salk 
Institute for Bilogical Studies near San Diego, Calif. 
“From my point of view, it was an exaggeration of what 
we did. I didn’t take it seriously.” 

Not all the world, however, thought Salk, who 
himself believed he had received an undue amount of 
credit from the public, was a hero. 

“I felt immediately the resentment and bitterness 


on the part of many of my colleagues,” he said. 

Others, he said, resented his having challenged a 
medical dogma—the belief that only a weakened but 
living virus could be an effective, long-lasting vac¬ 
cine against a disease such as polio. The Salk vaccine is 
made of polio virus killed under precise conditions which 
destroys its capacity to multiply and attack the body 
without destroying its ability to immunize. 

But when a live-virus polio vaccine developed by 
Dr. Albert Sabin was licensed in 1962, it quickly replaced 
Salk vaccine in the U.S. A new national campaign was 
launched and children were given the new vaccine, not 
with a needle but in a sugar cube. 

“I had no objection to the introduction of another 
way to immunize,” Salk said. “What I objected to 
was the way in which it was promoted, as if it was 
necessary to change.” 

New polio cases turn up periodically around the 
world and they are appearing by the thousands in de¬ 
veloping countries. 

“There is . . . satisfaction that a solid piece of 
work had been done,” Salk said. “There is a way of 
eliminating the disease—of avoiding the occasional 
vaccine-associated cases. A method exists. Why have 
we not gone all the way?” 


LONDON (AP) — A television drama 
based on the 1977 execution of an Saudi 
Arabian princess and her lover pitch- 
forked the British government into an em¬ 
barrassing political row Thursday. 

Saudi Arabia denounced the film as 
“very offensive” and Britain expressed 
“profound regret.” 

Sources connected with the film said 
the Saudi royal family offered “a huge 
sum of money” to try to stop Britain’s 
ATV independent network from showing 
the dramatized documentary, Death of a 
Princess . 

Despite heavy Saudi pressure on both 
the network and the British government, 
the 100-minute movie was shown country¬ 
wide Wednesday night. It is scheduled for 
screening later in the United States, 
Western Europe, Australia, New Zealand 
and Japan. The public television network 
in the United States plans to show it May 
12 . 

Britain rushed its ambassador to Saudi 
Arabia, James Craig, back to his post in 
Jidda to try to contain the diplomatic row. 
Reports in London said the Saudis have 


threatened to break diplomatic relations, 
cut off oil supplies and revoke hundreds of 
millions of dollars worth of British con¬ 
tracts. 

British Foreign Secretary Lord Car¬ 
rington sent “a message of profound re¬ 
gret” to Saudi Prince Saud about “any 
offence which the film may have caused,” 
the foreign office said. 

“We regret any damage which might 
be done to Anglo-Saudi relations,” a 
spokesman said. “But of course, the gov¬ 
ernment has no power to interfere with 
the content of a program of this nature.” 

A Labor member of Parliament, Tom 
Tomey, criticizing the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment for “crawling to the Saudis,” 
said: “We are getting on our knees to 
these sadistic types who obviously do not 
like the truth.” 

ATV network executives said they did 
not change “a frame of the film” after 
Saudi officials complained bitterly about 
it, including the execution scene where 
the princess’ bullet-riddled body lies in a 
parking lot as her lover is about to be 
beheaded.

Carnage 
blamed 
on leftists 

SAN SALVADOR (AP) 
— A looting and burning 
spree by guerrillas left 25 
persons dead in rural areas 
around the capital, official 
sources said Thursday. 

Officials said troops re¬ 
pelled about 100 armed left¬ 
ists who tried to seize the 
city of Chalatenango, and 
several more peasants 
were killed there. 

The government blamed 
the 25 deaths Wednesday on 
three leftist groups it said 
fled to the mountains after 
they were discovered by 
government troops. 

The sources said the left¬ 
ists were in olive-green uni¬ 
forms and carried a vari¬ 
ety of weapons, and as they 
fled, shot the peasants. 

There was no indepen¬ 
dent confirmation of the 
report and no comment by 
any leftist group. 

“We<know the subver¬ 
sives captured peasants 
and later executed them in 
front of their families,” 
said a national guard 
spokesman at Cojutepe- 
que, about 50 kilometres 
east of San Salvador. 

Authorities said 14 peas¬ 
ants were assassinated in 
Cojutepeque by leftist 
guerrillas as a “vengence 
against peasants who re¬ 
fuse to collaborate.”

Youth system 
‘not in chaos 9 


The acting commissioner of correc¬ 
tions suggested Thursday that the chair 
man of the Capital Region Justice Council 
had overreacted to a report on the provin 
cial juvenile containment program. 

Tony Sheridan, acting head of the 
corrections branch while commission 
er Bernard Robinson is on holidays, said 
the word chaos, used by Dave Turn 
er, “grossly overstates the situation.” 

Turner made his remarks in connec¬ 
tion with a report prepared by Alan 
Markwart, a probation officer in Coquit 
lam. Turner warned that chaos would 
result if alternatives were not found in the 
community to handle juvenile offend¬ 
ers. 

Turner said his justice council was 
teaming up with the Victoria Family 
Court Committee and the John Howard 
Society of Vancouver Island in seek¬ 
ing a meeting with Attorney-General 
Allan Williams about the situation. 

Markwart's report was started last 
fall and was completed and turned over 
to the corrections branch on Jan. 23. 

THE REPORT indicated juvenile con¬ 
tainment facilities in Victoria and Bur¬ 
naby were dangerously overcrowded and 
cited a lack of alternative placement 
centres as one of the reasons. 

The youth detention centre in Victoria 
had exceeded its 20-bed capacity by as 
much as 50 per cent in recent months, 
director Del Phillips confirmed Thurs 
day. 

Other points made in Markwart’s re¬ 
port: 

• More than half of those placed in 
juvenile institutions had not committed 
offences considered dangerous or poten¬ 
tially dangerous to the community. 

• A three-member panel of correc¬ 
tions experts had determined that con¬ 
tainment was inappropriate in 45.2 per 
cent of cases. 

• Nearly 85 per cent of probation offi¬ 
cers had specifically recommended con¬ 
tainment without offering alternatives. 

• Procedures as laid down by the at¬ 
torney-general for recommending cus¬ 
tody were not followed in two-thirds of all 
cases. When combined with legislative 
Criteria, the report added, procedures 
were not followed in 78.1 per cent of 
cases. 

• There were enough provincial re¬ 
sources, such as House of Concord, group 


homes and Outward Bound programs to 
handle 61.6 per cent of those who wound up 
in detention 

• More than two-thirds of those com¬ 
mitted to custody were wards of the su¬ 
perintendent of child welfare in the 
human resources ministry. 

• Only 27.4 per cent of juveniles were 
represented by legal counsel at trials. 

TURNER SUGGESTED that the 
availability of juvenile containment 
centres seemed to reduce the energy of 
those responsible for developing alterna¬ 
tives. He said containment was intended 
to be used for hard-core delinquents con¬ 
victed of more serious offences, when the 
program was set up three years ago. 

He also pointed out that the Contain¬ 
ment Act called for establishment of a 
provincial youth program committee, 
which had yet to hold its first meeting. 

Sheridan said statistics “often paint a 
picture blacker than it is.” 

He said Markwart had identified what 
were essentially administrative prob¬ 
lems, and that adjustments were being 
and had been made. 

Sheridan said the 45.2-per : cent figure 
quoted as the number inappropriate¬ 
ly in juvenile custody was not an absolute 
figure because what it represented was 
the answer to the question, “If better 
facilities were available, could the Juve¬ 
niles be better off there than in contain¬ 
ment centres?” 

HE SAID the Markwart report was in¬ 
tended to be a “fairly rough evaluation” 
of what kind and where the problems were 
and was one of the review mechanisms 
used to keep tab on juvenile programs. 

If the recommendations were carried 
out, Sheridan continued, it would prob¬ 
ably cut costs. The number of juveniles in 
trouble wasn’t increasing at an alarming 
rate, but the courts were sending more 
kids to containment centres on remand or 
committal, he added. 

He said the corrections branch was 
concerned about the problems but gave 
assurance that the system was not in 
chaos, nor had there been any examples 
of gross irresponsibility. 

He said probation officers should 
tighten up on their recommendations 
and work harder* to find alternative re¬ 
sources.

Unique UVic experiment 
paralleled oil rig disaster 


The recent North Sea oil 
rig disaster had an un¬ 
canny parallel in a unique 
experiment at the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria. 

While the knowledge 
gained from the cold water 
survival experiment 
couldn’t have averted the 
tragedy, Dr. John 
Hayward says he was 
struck by the coincidence 
in timing. 

Hayward’s experiment, 
carried out with 150 volun¬ 
teers over four days, mea¬ 
sured the effects of water 
temperature on breath- 
holding ability. 

The conclusion: the 
colder the water, the 
shorter the time breath can 
be held. 

Volunteers who plunged 
into a specially-built pool 
were told to imagine they 
were trapped under water 
in a capsized boat. They 
were to hold their breath as 
long as possible without 
passing out. 

The volunteers, with an 
electrode taped to their 
chests to monitor heart¬ 
beat, made two plunges a 
day, sliding down a chute 
into the water. Water tem¬ 
perature was changed each 
day and ranged from zero 
to 35 degrees Celsius. 

On the final day, the tem¬ 
peratures were 4.5 degrees 
and zero. 

Some of the tempera¬ 


tures were similar to those 
the rig workers encoun¬ 
tered in the North Sea. 

The experiment, al¬ 
though deceptively simple, 
had never been done be¬ 
fore, Hayward said, and 
showed a dramatic decline 
in breath-holding ability as 
water temperature de¬ 
creases. 

In warm water, volun¬ 
teers could hold their 
breath an average 40 to 50 
seconds, but at zero, the 
average was 15 to 20 sec¬ 
onds. Heartbeats also 
dropped, from 80 to 90 
beats a minute to 50 to 60 in 
extremely cold water. 

Because Pacific coastal 
waters average about 15 
degrees, Hayward said, a 
person’s capacity to hold a 
lungful of air could be criti¬ 
cal in an emergency. 

The experiment had 
nothing to do with hypoth¬ 
ermia, the slowing of vital 
processes because of cool¬ 
ing of the body core, and a 
subject for which 
Hayward’s group has re¬ 
ceived international recog¬ 
nition. 

“But certainly breath 
holding is another effect of 
cold water survival,” he 
said. 

“There are any number 
of agencies hungering for 
information on water tem¬ 
perature and survival: the 
Coast Guard, Red Cross, 
offshore oil exploration 


companies, Armed Forces, 
emergency response 
teams, salvage crews.”

Leased jetfoil to travel with American flag and crew 


The latest addition to the B.C. ferry 
fleet will travel under the Stan and 
Stripes when it goes into service next 
month between Seattle and Victoria. 

The 250-passenger Jetfoil Flying Prin¬ 
cess II, leased by the Boeing Aircraft Co. 
of Seattle for six months to the Flying 
Princess Transportation Co. of Victoria, 


which is funded by the government-owned 
B.C. Development Corp. f also comes 
complete with a U S. crew, a spokesman 
for the Canadian Merchant Service Guild 
said Thursday. 

Capt. John Bragg said the Americans 
would be taking jobs normally performed 
by Canadians aboard the Princess Mar¬ 


guerite, which the province has taken off 
the run and replaced with the smaller 
Queen of Prim e Rupert of the B.C. Ferry 
Corp. fleet. 

Flying Princess II will take up the 
resulting slack. 

The guild, in a telegram to Transport 


Minister Alex Fraser, urged that the jet- 
foil he placed under the Canadian flag and 
that Boeing be responsible to train a 
Canadian crew. 

However, Boeing says using its own 
crew is part of the six-month lease and is 
the only way the vessel can be in service 
by May 15. 


Store hours cities’ job 

Province opts for local powers of regulation 


The provincial govern¬ 
ment Thursday stepped 
firmly out of the Sunday- 
holiday closing hours bat¬ 
tle, leaving the decisions to 
local residents and muni¬ 
cipal governments. 

Introducing the Holiday 
Shopping Act, Attorney- 
General Allan Williams 
said that when approved by 
the Legislature, it would 
authorize municipalities 
and regional districts to de¬ 
clare: 

• That all or certain 
types of retail businesses 
may be open or must close 
on a holiday. 

• That all or certain 
types of retail businesses 
may be open or must be 
closed during specified 
hours. 

• That only certain 
kinds of goods or services 
may be sold on a holiday or 
during specified hours. 

But a local referendum 
must be held before a muni¬ 
cipality or regional district 
may impose new opening¬ 
closing hours. 

The act defines as holi¬ 
days all Sundays, New 
Year’s Day, Good Friday, 
Victoria Day, Dominion 
Day, British Columbia 


Day, Labor Day, Thanks¬ 
giving Day, Remembrance 
Day, Christmas Day and 
Boxing Day. 

The new act also states 
that municipalities can 
classify businesses by size, 
location, number of em¬ 
ployees or type of business 
being conducted. 

The only retail stores not 
affected by the Holiday 
Shopping Act will be beer 
parlors and cocktail 
lounges, which come under 
the opening-closing juris¬ 
diction of the Liquor Con¬ 
trol Act. 

All liquor outlets must 
now close on Sundays and 
on Christmas Day. They 
must also observe strict 
hours of operation through¬ 
out the rest of the year. 

Williams said “holiday 
shopping, especially on 
Sundays, has been the sub¬ 
ject of much public discus¬ 
sion in recent years. This is 
a flexible and progressive 
approach which will permit 
each community in the 
province to regulate retail 
shopping on holidays in a 
manner which will accom¬ 
modate the wishes of that 
community.” 

“The bill will keep con¬ 


trol over retail shopping at 
the community level,” Wil¬ 
liams said. “It will allow 
municipalities to set the 
character of Sundays and 
other holidays according to 
the needs and desires of 
local residents.” 

In areas not governed by 
local councils, the regional 
district will be responsible 
for defining Sunday and 
holiday closing hours. 

Williams noted that once 
referendum-approved 
bylaws were in place, the 
maximum fine for break¬ 
ing the bylaw would be 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Until bylaws are adopt¬ 
ed, the present Lord’s Day 
Act of Canada will remain 
operative. It allows “works 
of necessity or mercy” on 
Sundays. 

At present, there is no 
enforcement in the four 
core municipalities—Es¬ 
quimau, Saanich, Oak Bay 
and Victoria—of regula¬ 
tions concerning store 
openings on Sundays and 
holidays. 

In 1976 Victoria council 


shelved a proposed bylaw 
to bring tighter controls to 
Sunday store openings. 

The Lord’s Day Act “is 
supposed to apply to all 
provinces, but it’s not en¬ 
forced,” said one Greater 
Victoria municipal admin¬ 
istrator. “No one pays any 
attention to it. It’s been a 
hassle for years.” 

Last year, Vancouver 
businessman Bemie Cobin, 
better known as Harry 
Hammer, ran into prob¬ 
lems with Vancouver 
council concerning the 
Lord’s Day Act, and won in 
court. 

In January of this year 
the B.C. Supreme Court 
ruled the City of Vancouver 
had no right to compel 
some stores to close Sun¬ 
days while allowing others 
to remain open. 

A Vancouver council 
resolution last August had 
suspended the business li¬ 
cence of Shelmar Furni¬ 
ture Ltd., owners of Harry 
Hammer’s Warehouse, for 
gross misconduct in violat¬ 
ing provisions of the Lord’s 
Day Act by opening Sun¬ 
days. 


Surrey at work 
May 22—Fraser 


Refit worCon" the Queen 
of Surrey is proceeding on 
schedule and the total cost 
will come in close to bud¬ 
get, Transport Minister 
Alex Fraser said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Fraser, responding in the 
Legislature to questions by 
Don Lockstead (NDP— 
Mackenzie), said work on 
the ferry, which is being 
brought out of mothballs 
for use on the B.C. Ferry 
Corp.’s north coast run, is 
75 per cent complete. 

“The project is right on 
schedule and very soon our 
mid- and north-coast resi¬ 
dents will have the capac¬ 


ity they have been request¬ 
ing for some time and also 
deserve,” Fraser said. 

The minister said the 
Queen of Surrey is expect¬ 
ed to be on the route by May 
22 . 

The vessel will replace 
the Queen of Prince Ru¬ 
pert, which moved into 
drydock three days ago so 
it could be refitted for use 
on the Seattle-Victoria run. 

Two weeks ago. Lock- 
stead claimed work on the 
Surrey was running behind 
schedule and would result 
in possibly an eight-week 
loss of service for northern 
residents. * 


$35 million from B.C. 
to Ottawa export firm 


The B.C. government has 
invested $35 million in the 
federal Export Develop¬ 
ment Corp., Finance Min¬ 
ister Hugh Curtis said 
Thursday. 

Repayment is at a float 
ing rate of interest to be 
determined twice yearly 
over a three-year period, 
he said. 

Curtis said the interest 
rate will be set at half a 


percentage point above the 
rate for the Government of 
Canada three-month trea¬ 
sury bills over the term of 
the investment. In today’s 
terms, that is 16.7 per cent, 
he said. 

The most recent treasury 
bill tender rate quoted was 
16.2 per cent, but this fluc¬ 
tuates according to market 
conditions, Curtis said.

Role shift erodes family unit 


TORONTO — Children are being 
hurt by families which slough off on the 
community their traditional child-rear¬ 
ing functions, a Toronto psychiatrist 
said this week. 

Dr. Paul D. Steinhauer of the Hospi¬ 
tal for Sick Children told delegates to 
the 57th annual meeting of the American 
Orthopsychiatric Association that in 
contemporary family structure parents 
are reducing their efforts at bringing up 
children. 

“It seems that it is our jobs as 
parents to bear them, clothe them and 
feed them while transferring such func¬ 
tions as sex, moral and ethical educa- 
tion to others outside the home,” he 
said. 

STEINHAUER SAID that as a re¬ 
sult of this, children respond negatively, 
and when there are problems, the fam¬ 
ily turns and blames it on society. 

He said at the hospital, the largest

pediatric hospital in North America, he 
and he colleagues are seeing more and 
more families which are alienated. 


“There is a failure of the family of 
today to bond, there is an aimlessness 
and a lack of faith,” Steinhauer said. 

“The traditional role of parenting 
and the family is being replaced by 
experts. 

“Parents will try-on different rear¬ 
ing techniques that they have gleaned 
from a book. Parents are role playing, 
and don’t think kids don’t know the 
difference.” 

HE BLAMED the situation on peo¬ 
ple becoming “increasingly cynical” 
towards institutions. 

He cited two recent federal elec¬ 
tions in Canada where the electorate 


turned out two governments—first the 
Liberals, then the Progressive Conser¬ 
vatives—as an example of public cyni¬ 
cism, frustration and a feeling of power¬ 
lessness. 

Steinhauer said that when dealing 
with children at the hospital’s clinic 
experts are discovering more and more 
children afflicted with depression. 

DR. HARRIET McADOO of 

Howard University in Washington, 
D.C., told delegates that systems such 
as schools are pushing against family 
ties. “We assume that the system comes 
first.” 

Dr. McAdoo said that “we should 
support families” so they aren’t frag¬ 
mented by making schools and the 
workplace more flexible, by establish¬ 
ing day-care centres close to a mother’s 
job and setting up a network of share 
parenting on a part-time basis so that 
families can remain close. 


Primal therapy: 

Rolfing out rage 

Controversy 
in a scream 


MONTREAL (CP) — Crouching on 
the floor like an animal in pain, he takes a 
tennis racket and vents his rage on a 
pillow, the passive symbol of a parent who 
once abused him. He hits it again and 
again. Then a long-suppressed howl 
leaves his throat. 

The act is one way of reaching inner 
peace by exorcizing bottled-up anger and 
hostility—or so say the advocates of pri¬ 
mal therapy. 

The movement, which began in 1970 
with the publication of The Primal 
Scream by founder Arthur Janov, is one 
of the more controversial “growth thera¬ 
pies” publicized as alternatives to 
pschyoanalysis or other traditional 
methods of treating people’s hangups. 

Growth therapies are not for the men¬ 
tally ill, the schizophrenics and psy- 
chotics who’ve lost touch with reality. 
They’re educational therapies, mostly 
preventive in nature, and attempt to treat 
normal people who have trouble coping 
with the problems of living. 

Bookstores carry many new titles by 
pop psychologists, such as How To Sur¬ 
vive Being Alive, or The Importance of 
Feeling Inferior. 

Some psychiatrists wonder if such 
therapies do more harm than good. 
Others view them with relief, saying they 
may not be perfect, but they’re taking 
some of the load off their own shoulders. 

Psychodrama, for example, allows 
the individual to act out his problems and 
obtain feedback from the therapist as 
well as the group. Its advocates say it lets 
people actually see how they behave, 
rather than talking about it. 

Traditional therapies try to get rid of 
emotional problems through conversa¬ 
tion-getting the patient to articulate 
what’s bothering him. Body therapies like 
rolfing use the body itself as a tool for 
catharsis. 

Rolfing tries to make anxiety and 
stress disappear through vigorous body 
massage, including massage of internal 
organs. This is supposed to conjure up 
painful past memories and help people 
deal with them. 

“Some people will swear by rolfing,” 
says one psychologist. “Maybe they’re so 
relieved somebody’s stopped poking in 
their liver that they feel good.” 

Each year millions of North Ameri¬ 
cans grope, grovel, paint, sing and feel 
their way toward emotional gratifica¬ 
tion. 

Lay therapist Barbara Davisson un¬ 
derwent primal therapy herself before 
training with a doctor. 

“Primal is a therapy for the desper¬ 


ate,” she says. “People who come to us 
really need to change.” 

Stuart Hill, who describes himself as 
a philosophical ecologist, first tried pri¬ 
mal therapy about a year ago. His skepti¬ 
cism quickly vanished when in his first 
session he “relived” his birth, one of the 
aims of primal. 

“I started crying and brought up my 
knees into a fetal position,” Hill says. I 
remember pushing and pushing and not 
breathing, and suddenly I was very cold, 
even though we were in a warm room, and 
1 felt a total lack of stimulation. I shouted 
out ‘‘Why doesn’t somebody touch 
me?’ ” 

Growth therapists, many of whom are 
lay people, say they don’t pretend to offer 
cures. Their critics maintain they have a 
vested interest in encouraging clients to 
feel unwell—while collecting fees of 
around $40 an hour, not covered by medi¬ 
care. 

The situation can lead to financial or 
emotional exploitaton by playing on a 
client’s guilt. Said one woman disillu¬ 
sioned with primal: “Well, you’re never 
really pushed to stay in (therapy), but you 
get the feeling there’s always a lot of 
unfinished business you still have to work 
on.” 

Another woman in psychodrama con¬ 
curred: “I told my therapist I was broke 
and couldn’t pay the $40-an-hour but that I 
still needed therapy. I expected her to say 
she would reduce her rate or see me 
without charge. Instead she told me to go 
out and get a second job to pay for 
therapy. 

“The reason I went to her in the first 
place is because I was tired and over¬ 
worked. I didn’t feel she had my best 
interests in mind at all!” 

One Montreal therapy centre offers 
plans to suit every budget: a 10-month 
get-in-shape program for $1,700; an inten 
sive program for $500 for five weeks and 
$240 a month thereafter, and a two-month 
intensive program in Los Angeles for an 
all-inclusive $4,500. 

But Emy Benjamin, counselling psy¬ 
chologist at McGill University here, says 
some therapies create “therapy grou¬ 
pies,” persons who drift from one group to 
another while never facing their prob¬ 
lems. 

“They get to the same point in every 
therapy and then stop. They’re looking for 
a guru or a crutch, they’re looking for 
something outside themslves to explain 
what’s happening inside. 

“The goal of therapy is to come out 
not needing another one. A therapy is 
supposed to help you deal by yourself and 
take control of your life.” 


Dental sleuth puts bite on owner’s profile

MONTREAL (CP) — To forensic dentist Robert 
Dorion, it’s not just living persons who talk—the 
teeth can tell their own story even if their owners 
are dead. 

From the characteristics of the teeth and jaws, 
Dorion can construct a personality profile, includ¬ 
ing age, race, sex, socio-economic background, 
habits and medical history. 

A smoker habitually puts the cigarette in one 
side of his mouth and staining indicates whether he 
is right- or left-handed. 

Expensive root-canal work or gold fillings sug¬ 
gest high income, while stains can indicate the per¬ 
son was treated with tetracycline while the teeth 
were forming. 

“The human adult has 32 teeth, with five 
surfaces on each tooth,” the slim dentist noted 
during a recent tour of the Quebec police force’s 
forensic laboratories. f- 

“The teeth are positioned in a certain fashion to¬ 
wards the cheeks or tongue, and each tooth can 
be rotated, extracted, impacted, or filled with a 
number of dental materials. 

“With that number of possible combinations, 
the chances of two individuals having similar full 
sets of teeth are almost non-existent.” 

He added there is a greater span of probability 
in dental identification than in fingerprinting, al¬ 
though the number of chances decreases with the 
number of missing teeth. 

A sort of dental sleuth, Dorion uses his knowl¬ 
edge of teeth in the identification of both both dead 
and living persons in cases of fraud, senility or 
amnesia for example. He checks the profile he 
comes up with against records of missing persons 
and compares dental details to confirm or exclude 
identities. 

For example, when a hotel fire in Ayer’s Cliff, 
Que. killed 11 Ontario residents on an autumn 
foliage tour, Dorion helped identify most of the 
victims. 

“In the winter we commonly deal with carbon¬ 
ized bodies from fires, while in the spring unidenti¬ 
fied bodies are sometimes pulled from rivers,” he 
said, pointing to a recently-discovered skul} found in 
a wooded area south of the city. 

His expertise is also called upon in solving

crimes by identifying murder victims and helping to 
prove cases against suspects. 

At the age of 35, Dorion, a man with an air of 
quiet confidence, is already listed in Canada’s 
Who’s Who. 

He was the first Canadian to be certified by the 
American Board of Forensic Odontology (there are 
still only two other certified forensic dentists in 
Canada,) lectures at three dental faculties in the 
province. Is a former president of the Canadian 
Society of Forensic Science, and besides the time he 
spends at the Medical-Legal Institute of the Quebec 
Ministry of Justice, he also has his own dental 
practice. 

Dorion said a new branch of forensic dentistry 
known as rugosccpy, or the study of the prints on the 
roof of the mouth, is becoming an accepted identifi¬ 
cation tool. 

In 1975, a Quebec City taxi driver was crushed 
between a telephone pole and his taxi during the 
middle of the night. Police had no witnesses but 
found a partial upper denture on the ground near the 
body. 

The next day an observer noticed a man roam¬ 
ing around the scene of the crime, followed him to a 
house and called police who arrested the man, said 
Dorion. The prints on top of the denture were 
identical to the lines on the roof of the suspect’s 
mouth and the man was found guilty of manslaugh¬ 
ter. 

Dorion said the most complicated field of foren¬ 
sic dentistry is the interpretation of bite marks. 
“There are at least 36 factors to consider,” he 
noted. 

Bite marks are sometimes found in cases of sex¬ 
ual assault. One of the most famous bite mark cases 
involves Theodore Bundy, accused of the murders 
of two women in a Florida sorority house. 

Dorion was involved in the 1973 case of an eight- 
month-old battered child who was repeatedly admit¬ 
ted to hosptial with injuries arouna the area of the 
penis. Bite marks on the baby’s leg were used in 
convicting the mother’s boyfriend with assault. 

He cautioned, however, that whenever bite 
marks are involved in a criminal case, a forensic 
dentist should be called in before the wound heals. 

Forensic dentistry is a growing field. The cases 
which make newspaper headlines cause more and 
more public awareness, he said.

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Sun sizzles fries in food experiment

You’ve beard about the sun being so hot you 
could fry an egg on the sidewalk. 

Well, now there is talk about using the sun to fry 
something else—potatoes. And not only that, but to 
concentrate orange juice, dry fish fillets and evapo¬ 
rate milk as well. 

Solar energy*—already harnessed to heat homes 
and water—is making heat waves in the food 
processing business, the seventh largest user of 
industrial energy in America, according to the U.S. 
Department of Energy. 

Under a 4-year-old, experimental DOE pro¬ 
gram, sun power now is being used—or is planned to 
be used—to french-fry potatoes at an Ore-Ida plant 
in Oregon; to heat water to wash soup cans at a 
Campbell’s Soup plant in California; to thaw blocks 
of frozen orange juice at a Tropieana plant in 
Florida, and to process sugar on a Hawaiian planta¬ 
tion. 

The projects, which are being done on a demon¬ 
stration scale, are part of a push to find ways solar 
power can be used in industry, which accounts for 40 
per cent of U.S. energy consumption, according to 
DOE statistics. (Food processing makes up 5 to 10 
per cent of industrial usage.) 

Although researchers say sun-powered food 
processing still is costlier than the gas and oil 
methods used today, they maintain that it is one of 
the best applications of solar energy. 

And tney predict that within 20 to 30 years—as 
fossil fuel prices continue to rise and solar technol¬ 
ogy is further developed—solar power will be widely 
used within the food processing industry. 

“When it becomes economically feasible, or, in 
grass-roots terms, when a guy can do it and make 
money from it, it’ll be done,” said Dr. Robert 
Berry, who coordinates several small-scale solar 



turned over to, and still is operated by, the company, 
officials do not plan to expand their use of sun 


According to Max Madison, a company man¬ 
ager, the reason for this is the expense of installing 
new collectors and the fact that solar power doesn’t 
dry soybeans fast enough for Gddkist, which pro¬ 
cesses 7,000 to 9,000 bushels of beans per hour. 

But at TRW, the California firm which is 
designing the solar power system for french-frying 
potatoes, widespread industry interest already has 
been expressed—even though the Ore-lda project is 
not expected to begin operation until October. 


projects funded by the DOE and administered by 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture. “As fuel 
prices increase, you’re going to see more and more 
food processors turning to solar energy sources.” 

Under the DOE program, more than a half- 
dozen model programs have been funded for an 
estimated $1 million each since 1976. Another four 
proposals costing approximately 92 million each 
recently were approved for partial funding. 

Although the DOE supplies the money and orga¬ 
nizes the experiments, it is up to private solar 
designers to bid for the projects, and to supply a 
detailed proposal for a system—as well as to find a 
food processor willing to let a portion of his plant be 
used as a guinea pig. 

And while the experiments have provided valu¬ 
able data, there remain many kinks to be ironed 
out. At Goldkist Soy in Decatur, Ala., for example, 
where a solar energy collector installed as part of a 
DOE experiment in drying soybeans has been 


According to Jack Cheme, TRW's manager of 
solar energy, a series of ads (“Introducing Solar 
French Fries”) which ran in several national maga¬ 
zines last fall prompted some two dozen phone calls 
from other french fryers interested in finding out 
more. 

In addition to these projects, the DOE has joined 
with the Department of Agriculture in sponsoring 
10 small-scale solar energy projects aimed primari¬ 
ly for use on the farm. 

The experiments—being funded for $50,000 
each—are being developed at universities across 
the country. They include: a University of Washing¬ 
ton at Pullman project which uses the sun to 
pasteurize apple and grape juice; a Michigan State 
University experiment which involves using al¬ 
ready-existing solar technology to run a dairy farm; 
a University of Florida at Gainesville plan to dry 
and smoke fish with sun power, and a Univer¬ 
sity of Massachusetts at Amherst project that uses 
solar energy to concentrate orange juice and cool 
lettuce. 

And for the do-it-yourself enthusiast, the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture has written a booklet on 
how to build a home fruit-and-vegetable solar 
dryer for just $10.

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With an eye for an eye 
their handicap invisible

LOS ANGELES — By 
any standard Pam would 
be considered a beautiful 
woman. Tall and blonde, 
she looks like a Nordic aris¬ 
tocrat. 

And if one subscribes to 
her rather black sense of 
humor, she can see more 
than you or me. 

As Pam explains it, when 
she looks at you she sees 
two eyes. When you look at 
her, you’re only seeing one. 
The other she lost in an auto 
accident five months ago. 

“At first,” she says, 
“there was a chance I’d be 
able to keep the eye. But 
infection set in and it had to 
be removed. , 

“One doesn’t look 
forward to the thought of 
wearing a glass eye or an 
ocular prosthesis as they 
call them. You picture 
yourself a cripple and cer¬ 
tainly not as attractive as 
you once were. It’s quite 
tramatic. 

“When I went into the 
ocularist’s office I saw 
those trays of glass eyes 
and I kept thinking that one 
of those couldn’t be for me. 
But one was, at least for the 
sizing.” 

After a full day of fittings 
and waiting, her new eye 
was made and “though it’s 
the same color and very 
much like the real one, it 
lacks a bit of humanity. 

“Overall, I’m as pleased 
with it as you can be with 
such a thing. In fact, I’m 
surprised that nobody no¬ 
tices it outside of the people 
who know it’s not real.” 

Pam, who doesn’t want 
her last name used to avoid 
any prejudice she might 
encounter, is fairly typical 
according to one ophthal 
mologist. 

With the normal trauma 
and depression, he says, 
comes either a patch or an 
artificial eye, with few peo¬ 
ple choosing the former. 

Of course, there are 
famous exceptions. Both 
Moshe Dayan and aviator 
Wiley Past, to name two, 
chose to wear devil-may- 
care eye patches over any-

thing that the ocularist’s 
ancient craft could offer. 

Though there are no solid 
statistics available on the 
number of people wearing 
artificial eyes in this coun¬ 
try, one maker ventures a 
conservative estimate well 
into the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands. 

Pete Adams, an ocularist 
for the old firm of Dantz 
and Sons in Los Angeles, 
working at capacity, turns 
out between 15 and 20 cus¬ 
tom-made eyes a week for 
people of all ages—includ¬ 
ing infants—and walks of 
life. 

And since the hand-pig¬ 
mented, hand-fitted eyes 
must be replaced every 
four years due to fading 


caused by the acids and 
salts in the eye socket, the 
demand is never ending. 

Actually the work, ex¬ 
cept for the understanding 
and empathy that the 
maker must exhibit, is not 
greatly different from the 
artistic talents needed to 
make things like contact 
lenses and dentures. 

Adams, who had already 
worked four years as a 
dental plate maker before 
joining an ocularist's train¬ 
ing program at a St. Louis 
Veterans’ hospital, found 
the work rather easy to 
pick up. It only took him 
four years of apprentice¬ 
ship and that was because 
he already had the highly 
developed hand-eye coordi-

Though the day of the 
hand-blown glass eye, first 
perfected in Germany in 
1579, has been supplanted 
by the age of lighter, more 
durable plastics, it still 
takes a selection of thou¬ 
sands of test eyes to find a 
model approximating the 
existing eye. 

Even when Adams finds 
an eye that fits, he almost 
always adds dimensions 
and, like a renaissance ar¬ 
tisan, the incredibly com¬ 
plex colors present in the 
human iris. 

Contrary to the jokes 
made over the years about 
artificial eyes, they are not 
round. Rather they are 
concave to fit the convex 
mound of muscle and tissue 
left in the socket by the 
surgeon to provide the 
prosthesis mobility. 

Though the artificial 
eyes should be taken out 
and washed in soapy water 
at least once a year, there 
is no reason for a wearer to 
take his out nightly. Still 
many, like Laurence Tur- 
cato, a long-time employee 
of PPG Industries in near¬ 
by Torrance, choose to do 
so. 

Since he lost his eye at 17 
months when he fell on a 
bottle, there remains not 
even a trace of the trauma 
associated with the loss. 
Except for the fact that his 
auto insurance carrier 
makes him pay a higher 
rate—even though the 60- 
year-old paint tinter has 
never had an accident- 
people neither notice nor 
question, his nearly invis¬ 
ible injury. 

Also, like most members 
of the monocular minority, 
he suffers from little loss of 
depth perception or preju¬ 
dice.

Hemorrhoids usually treated by surgery 


By popular demand 
here’s a brief discussion of 
hemorrhoids and treat¬ 
ment for them. It is espe¬ 
cially for D.M.C. 

Hemorrhoids are vari¬ 
cose (expanded) veins of 
the rectum. They are just 
like varicose veins in the 
legs. That is they occur 
because the veins are wea¬ 
kened, expand and become 
blood-filled. 

There are two sets of rec¬ 


tal veins and hence two 
kinds of hemorrhoids. They 
can be caused by the inter 
nal set of veins (higher in 
the anal canal) or by the 
external set (near the exte¬ 
rior). 

The most common symp¬ 
toms of any hemorrhoids 
are bleeding and protru¬ 
sion of the veins. There can 
be great pain if a clot forms 
in the vein. That is called a

“thrombosed” hemor¬ 
rhoid. 

Many surgeons feel the 
best way to treat either 
kind of hemorrhoid is by 
conventional surgery. This 
allows for direct visualiza 
tion of the problem and 
total elimination of the di¬ 
lated veins. 

At times external hemor¬ 
rhoids respond to simply 
soaking in warm water 
(sitz baths). Clots have to 
be removed, however, to 
relieve any pain. 

Some readers (like Mr. 
D.M.C.) express embar¬ 
rassment about hemor¬ 
rhoids. There should be 
none. Most doctors in prac¬ 
tice see hemorrhoid prob-

Your own family doctor 
will be the best one to help 
make a decision about what 
you should do.

There are ways other 
than conventional surgery 
to remove hemorrhoids. In 
one, a solution of phenol in 
oil is injected, causing the 
hemorrhoid to scar and 
slough off. Bleeding occurs 
with the sloughing off.

Nor should your apparent 
allergy. A vaginal yeast in¬ 
fection might cause an 
odor, but that would not be 
in the urine itself. It would 
be worth your while to 
mention this to your doctor 
and ask for a urine analysis 
if that is not a part of your 
regular checkup

Chisel charters boom 


EDMONTON (CP) - 
’’Chisel charters” are a 
multi million dollar busi 
ness in Canada, but at 
tempts to curtail the illegal 
operations are hampered 
by staff shortages, says 
Bill Jewett, enforcement 
officer for the Air Trans- \ 
port Committee. 

Jewett said a recent 
crackdown on the law¬ 
breakers would probably 
cut down on the illegal op¬ 
erations, but efforts to con¬ 
trol the situation were 
hampered by staff short¬ 
ages and other factors. 

“Chisel charters is a 
multi million dollar busi¬ 
ness,” said Jewett. ‘‘When 
a chisel charter can buy 
aircraft in the order of half 
a million dollars, there’s 
got to be big money in¬ 
volved.” 

The transport committee 
knows of two particular il¬ 
legal operators—one in On¬ 
tario and one in Alberta— 
that had combined reve¬ 
nues for one year of more 
than $900,000. 

Some licensed carriers at 
the Edmonton Municipal 
Airport have estimated il¬ 
legal operators grossing in 
excess of $1 million a year 
from that airport alone. 

‘‘If you take the com¬ 
bined revenue the illegal 
operators are taking away 
from the licensed carriers, 
it runs into the millions,” 
said Jewett. ‘‘It’s a great 
concern, especially to the 
licensed carriers because 
they can literally go broke 
from other people operat¬ 
ing without a licence. (Ille¬ 
gal operators) just skim off 
the cream and then leave 
the licensed operator with 
the hard work.” 

Besides the financial as¬ 
pect, Jewett says there is 
also a major problem deal¬ 
ing with safety and passen¬ 
ger insurance. Because 
they are not licensed, the 
illegal operators don’t face 
the same requirements in 
terms of equipment main¬ 
tenance or pilot expertise.

As the lone employee in 
that office, Jewett is re¬ 
sponsible for activities in 
Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and the western half of the 


Northwest Territories. A 
counterpart looks after 
British Columbia and the 
Yukon, and operations in 
Manitoba and Eastern Can¬ 
ada are looked after by two 
officers working out of Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Although the operation is 
short-staffed, Jewett said 
progress was being made. 

“Tlie thing is that this is 
something completely new 
that they’re setting 
up ... I think they know as 
well as I do we’re extreme¬ 
ly understaffed. But it be¬ 
comes a case of you've got 
to crawl before you can 
walk.”

More often than not, the modern 
home garden really doesn’t have 
enough room to grow potatoes in 
addition to all the other goodies the 
gardener wants to produce. But wher¬ 
ever there’s a piece of soil not spoken 
for by other crops, a home vegetable 
gardener would do well to consider 
growing this most satisfying delight. 

In fact, to me a vegetable patch 
never seems quite complete without 
spuds. And once you know a few 
facts, they are really among the most 
carefree of crops to produce. 

I suppose the first mistake the 
home gardener makes is to believe 
they can just plant a few potatoes 
bought at the supermarket. While 
these may be just fine to eat, they’ll 
almost surely lead to problems if 
used for seed. 

Planting table potatoes is the first 
and surest path to total crop failure. 
Store potatoes are frequently infect¬ 
ed with plant virus diseases. And on 
top of that, most potatoes purchased 
in late winter and very early spring 
these days will be treated with a 
chemical to suppress sprouting. 

So the very first rule of thumb is to 
purchase certified potato seed fresh 
each year. Most farm supply centres 
and garden stores carry such govern¬ 
ment inspected seed in early spring. 
Sometimes local farmers too will sell 
some of their certified seed stock.

The next thing is to choose a 
variety suited to your own local condi¬ 
tions. Decide first whether you want 
early summer potatoes or main crop 
late ones for winter storage. General¬ 
ly speaking, I think it's best to buy 
your seed potatoes locally to ensure 
you get a variety that does well here 
but some folks order the potato eyes 
through a catalogue. 

Next comes the planting. It is 
important for potatoes, whose dis¬ 
eases are mostly soil-borne, to plant 
in a spot that has not grown potatoes 
for at least four years. 

You should also know something 
about the pH or acid-alkaline balance 
of your soil. Alkaline soils can harbor 
an organism which causes scab on 
potatoes, while acid soils will not 
allow the scab to grow. You can buy a 
simple pH test kit at any garden shop. 
They indicate the pH by the color of 
test papers. The scale is one of 14 
points, the mid-point, seven, being a 
neutral soil, neither acid nor alkaline. 
The recommended pH level for gar¬ 
den soil is about 6.5, just entering the 
acid side of the balance where the 
lower numbers are. 

Certainly, for growing potatoes 
the pH should be at least as low as 6.5, 
perhaps even a bit lower. 

If you find that your soil is indeed 


alkaline, don’t despair for this isn’t 
unusual. Each year, simply decide on 
where your potato patch is going to be 
and dig in compost there. I also add 
garden sulphur, which increases 
acidity, and peat. 

Then I dig out planting trenches 
about six inches deep—that’s a couple 
of inches deeper than planting depth. 
Into the trenches I toss about an inch 
of half-rotted compost and leaf mold, 
then a sprinkling more of sulphur, 
then a scant inch of soil. The seed 

f potatoes are set 10 inches apart 
n the trench and covered by just two 
inches of soil. More soil is gathered 
around the young plants as they grow. 
They are hilled up a bit before the 
blossoms open, to protect the tubers 
near the surface from greening. 

Seed potatoes can be planted 
whole or cut into sets, making sure 
that each piece contains at least one 
sprouting eye. Rows are 36 inches 
apart. The plants soon fill in and 
become a solid mass of foliage, so 
that weeding is not a problem. Once 
they have blossomed, the odd plant 
can be “robbed” of a few of those 
delicious, tiny new potatoes—a gour¬ 
met treat every home gardener de¬ 
serves. Simply dig around with your 
fingers underneath the plant and kid¬ 
nap a few of the baby spuds.

Macdonald said Ameri 
can narcotics agents would 
testify they saw Jaime 
Marin, 38, of Marina del 
Rey, Calif., Albergipson 
Frasser-Afanador, 39, of 
Los Angeles, Michael 
Walter Butler, 28, of West- 
port, Wash., and Paul 
Oscar Nelson. 27, of Seattle 
and Marina del Rey, Calif., 
buying various equipment 
in Seattle. 

He said the jury would 
hear that these men went to 
a motor home from time to 
time which had electronic 
equipment and aerials, 
that they bought a small 
inflatable boat which Nel¬ 
son was seen to operate in 
Edmonds, Wash., and a 
similar boat was found in 
Sydney Inlet.

$76,000 damages 
awarded to girl 


Government to test 
court’s appeal ruling 


Provincial Court 


A 19-year-old woman who falsely 
reported she had been raped told Saanich 
police officers later she did it to test her 
boyfriend’s love. 

Patricia Constance Stewart, of 129 
Gorge Road East, pleaded guilty to pub¬ 
lic mischief and will be sentenced May 27 
in Victoria provincial court by Judge 
Lome Pearce. 

In addition, she will be sentenced on 
the same date for obtaining food and 
lodgings by fraud, dealing in a forged 
document, and false pretences. 

Crown counsel Wayne Smith told the 
court the incident began June 14, 1979 
when Stewart was living with her sister in 
Saanich. Smith said Stewart took a pair of 
handcuffs which were to be used at a 
pre-wedding party, handcuffed herself 
to a bed, and tore the top of the nightgown 
she was wearing. 

When her sister arrived home at 4 
pm., Stewart told her sister and later 
informed two male friends she had been 
raped by a 20-year-old mutual acquaint¬ 
ance. 

Smith said the alleged victim’s two 
male friends went to the man’s resi¬ 
dence and accused him of the rape in front, 
of his wife. 

Police were called and Stewart told 
investigating officers who took her to a 
hospital that the man came to the apart¬ 
ment at 1:30 p.m. Shortly after, she 
went up to a bedroom to change for work 
and he followed her, forced her onto the 
bed, raped and handcuffed her. 

Police seized bedding and clothing as 
evidence and took the man in for ques¬ 
tioning on three separate occasions. 

Smith said the man was so nervous 
during the interviews that, on one occa¬ 
sion, he said he had committed the rape. 
Fortunately, Smith said, officers declined 
to lay any charges against him. 

On Aug. 15, more than two months 
after the alleged incident, Stewart admit¬ 
ted to a friend her story had been ficti¬ 
tious. On the advice of her friend, Stewart 
then called police and admitted no rape 


had taken place and that the man she had 
named had not, in fact, been at the 
apartment on the day in question. 

She told police she concocted the story 
because she wanted to test her boy¬ 
friend’s love for her. 

Smith said the charge of obtaining food 
and lodgings by fraud was in connection 
with a $1,893.33 bill run up between Aug. 31 
and Oct. 1 at the Red Lion Motor Inn, 
3366 Douglas. 

The charge of dealing in a forged docu¬ 
ment was in connection with a $150 che¬ 
que signed in her sister’s name and 
cashed at the Red Lion on Sept. 29, and 
the false pretences was in connection with 
a $250 cheque negotiated Oct. 3. 

Stewart was convicted of four counts 
of false pretences Feb. 15, 1980, in Rich¬ 
mond and was given a suspended sentence 
and 12 months probation. 

A 29-YEAR-OLD man who pleaded 
guilty to his second drinking-driving of¬ 
fence in less than two years was given a 
two-month jail sentence by Judge William 
Ostler. 

Theodore James Lutz, of 646 Admirals, 
pleaded guilty to having care and control 
of a vehicle while impaired. 

Crown counsel Robert Mulligan said 
Sooke RCMP were called to the scene of 
an accident at about 2:20 a.m. on March 
15, at Lazar and Sooke Roads. Officers 
saw two men running from the scene 
across a playing field and gave chase, 
catching them. Mulligan added that there 
were injuries in the mishap. 

Lutz was convicted of impaired driv¬ 
ing Aug. 2, 1978, and fined $450 and was 
also appealing a Feb. 22, 1980 conviction 
for impaired driving and refusing a 
breath test demand in which he was given 
concurrent 14-day sentences.

Off-Island quakes 
head-scratchers 


A trio of moderate earthquakes recorded off Vancou¬ 
ver Island Thursday did little more than have local 
scientists scratching their heads. 

The earthquakes were not felt and didn’t show up on 
seisomological equipment as anything special, according 
to the chief scientist at the Dominion Astrophysical 
Laboratory, Dr. W.G. Milne. 

The U.S. Geological Survey reported a tremor 
of 5.2 on the Richter scale at 5:45 p.m. at a spot about 64 
kilometres west of the Island and predawn jolts of 4.8 and 
4.1.

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
federal government is con¬ 
sidering a request from 
Peru to accept some of the 
10,000 Cubans now jammed 
into the Peruvian embassy 
in Havana but has made no 
promises, government of¬ 
ficials said Thursday. (See 
also Page 3.) 

Spokesmen for the immi¬ 
gration and external af¬ 
fairs departments de¬ 
scribed as erroneous 
published reports Wednes¬ 
day from Lima that said 
Canada was among several 
countries which had agreed 
to take some of the 
Cubans. 


The spokesman said no 
agreement had been 
reached and they said they 
did not know how soon a 
decision will be made. 

An external affairs 
spokesman said Canada 
only received the request 
Wednesday evening from 
the Peruvian government 
through its embassy in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

The Canadian officials 
said a number of factors 
have to be considered be¬ 
fore deciding whether to 
accept some of the Cubans, 
including whether they 
even want to come to Can¬ 
ada.

One of the items cabinet 
has to consider is the rapid 
ly-increasing population of 
Vancouver Island, McGeer 
said.

600,000. 

McGeer said he was a 
little concerned that critics 
of the fixed-link project 
didn’t seem to understand 
what was happening to 
Vancouver Island in rela¬ 
tion to the rest of B.C. 

“Between 1971 and 1979 
the growth rate in B.C. as a 
whole was 17.5 per cent,” 
he said. “The growth rate 
on Vancouver Island was 21 
per cent. Those are not my 
statistics, they are from 
the Central Statistics Bu¬ 
reau and I don’t think they 
can be ignored.” 

McGeer shied away from 
a guess as to how the cabi¬ 
net would vote if it was 
asked to make an immedi¬ 
ate decision, but a private 
poll of most cabinet minis¬ 
ters indicated a solid ma¬ 
jority in favor of the fixed- 
link proposal. 

None of the ministers 
were prepared to back 
McGeer’s open advocacy 
publicly, saying they “pre¬ 
ferred to wait until a 
clearer picture emerged,” 
but one went so far as to 
say, “If we had voted tod&y 
it would have been 60-40 in 
favor.” 


Responding to the latest 
threat, a top White House 
official who did not want to 
be quoted by name told re¬ 
porters in Washington: “If 
they should kill any of our 
people, a border spat with 
Iraq would be the least of 
their problems.” 

Iran and Iraq are en¬ 
gaged in a fresh round of 
border hostility and each 
has accused the other of 
acting on behalf of U.S. 
“imperialists.” 

The militants threatened 
Wednesday to kill the hos¬ 
tages if the United States 
attempts any “military in¬ 
tervention” against Iran. 

Habib said in the inter¬ 
view that “by military in¬ 
tervention we mean if the 
American government 
directly intervenes in Iran 
or if its puppets in the re¬ 
gion, like Egypt, Iraq and 
Israel, intervene in Iran.”

VANCOUVER (CP) — A professor 
travelling with five Iranian students 
caught in the diplomatic squabble 
between Iran and the United States 
says if they aren’t back at the Uni¬ 
versity of Idaho by Monday he’s 
going to start holding classes in their 
Vancouver hotel rooms. 

The architecture students, from 
the university in Moscow, Idaho, 
were in Vancouver on a field trip to 
view the works of architect Arthur 
Erickson when they heard President 
Carter’s announcement last Monday 
that all Iranian citizens, even those 
with valid visas, would be barred 
from entering the U.S. 

Because they were out of the U.S. 
when the announcement came, they 
Were caught by the edict. Had they 
remained in Idaho, they would not 
have been affected. 

Tom Marquis, a U.S. consulate 
spokesman in Vancouver, said Thurs¬ 
day the students contacted the con-

sulate-general and applied for revali¬ 
dation of their visas. 


Prof. John Pulliam said the stu¬ 
dents have not discussed with him 
what they would do if their visas were 
not revalidated. But if the visas 
aren’t approved by the weekend, Pul¬ 
liam says he’ll just resume classes in 
the downtown hotel where the stu¬ 
dents are staying. 


Pulliam said the students have no 
financial problems now and have 
been told the university is trying to 
send them extra funds. 

They were travelling with a group 


of 100 students who arrived in Van¬ 
couver Sunday. Another Iranian stu¬ 
dent went to the consulate’s office, 
but was allowed to return to the U.S. 
when it was deterimined he was a 
permanent legal resident of that 
country. 

The five stranded students were on 
visitors’ visas which were due to 
expire at midnight Thursday night. 
Canadian immigration officials ex¬ 
tended those visas to midnight May 1 
and said the students could apply for 
another extension, if necessary. 

Raymond Seffeldt of the U.S. con¬ 
sular corps in Ottawa, was pessimis¬ 
tic about the students’ chances. 

“It is doubtful Washington will let 
them in,” he said. “As I read the in¬ 
structions, the no-visas order of the 
president has to be observed very 
strictly. 

“It’s a sad situation for these peo¬ 
ple. They were in the wrong place at 
the wrong time.”

OTTAWA (CP) — The 
new Bank of Canada rate is 
unchanged at 16.20 per 
cent, the same as last 
week, the bank announced 
Thursday. It is the first 
time there has been no in¬ 
crease in the trend-setting 
rate since the bank moved 
to a floating rate system in 
March. 

The rate is pegged one- 
quarter of one per cent 
above the average interest 
paid at the weekly auction 
of 91-day treasury bills. 

Announcement of an un¬ 
changed rate comes amid 
market indications that in¬ 
terest rates are close to or 
now at a peak in Canada 
and the U.S. after a rapid, 
unchecked rise, particu¬ 
larly in the last two 
months. 

With no increase in the 
bank rate, chartered banks 
and other lenders are not 


likely to make any change 
in their rates either. 

Money market special¬ 
ists say they are more opti¬ 
mistic about an end to 
sharp interest-rate in¬ 
creases because the dollar 
has strengthened again in 
the last few days and the 
spread between Canadian 
and the higher U.S. interest 
rates — which had been as 
much as 3.25 percentage 
points last month — has 
narrowed to less than one 
percentage point. 

David Beazley, chief of 
money markets for Pit- 
field, Mackay, Ross Ltd., 
Toronto, said Thursday re¬ 
newed foreign investor in¬ 
terest in energy stocks also 
helped push up the dollar. 

The Thursday noon dol¬ 
lar was up slightly at 84.6 
cents U.S., up from a near 
47-year low of 83.4 cents 
U.S. Tuesday.

OTTAWA — Jubilant 
Quebec MPs are claiming a 
major cross-Canada vic¬ 
tory in Thursday’s federal 
decision to buy 137 McDon¬ 
nell Douglas F-18A fighter 
planes to replace the aging 
Voodoo and Starfighter jets 
in Canada and Europe. 

The announcement 
comes after three years of 
intense hegotiations, mili¬ 
tary handwringing and top- 
level lobbying, including a 
dramatic 11th hour rebel¬ 
lion by the Quebec Liberal 
caucus in favor of the 


prime competitor, General 
Dynamics’ single-engine 
F-16. 

Thursday unrepentant 
Quebec caucus MPs said 
that their uproar forced 
McDonnell Douglas to di¬ 
vert a far larger portion of 
the industrial benefits to 
Quebec and to boost over¬ 
all industrial expenditure 
in Canada. 

“We got more benefits 
and a fairer package for all 
of Canada since we becam^ 
loud,” said Montrealer 
Pierre Deniger. “This was 


a victory for all Cana¬ 
dians.” 


Trade officials contend¬ 
ed, however, that the Que¬ 
bec rebellion was sparked 
by erroneous figures and 
that the McDonnell Doug¬ 
las package was always of 
greater benefit to Quebec 
and to all of Canada. They 
conceded only that the con¬ 
troversy and General Dy¬ 
namics’ recent massive 
lobbying campaign forced 
McDonnell Douglas to 
clarify its package and add 


a new “marginal” goody 
for Quebec. 

Quebec MP Jacques Oli¬ 
vier retorted that the trade 
department listed the in¬ 
dustrial benefits for Can¬ 
ada at $2.3 billion three 
weeks ago “and now 
they’re $2.9 billion.” More¬ 
over, he says that McDon¬ 
nell Douglas figures show 
Quebec shooting from a 
seven-per-ceht to a 48-per- 
cent share — more in keep¬ 
ing with Quebec’s current 
ownership of 49 per cent of 
the aerospace industry. 

“Sure, some of the 
change will affect Ontario 


but we never complain 
about Ontario’s share of 
the automotive industry,” 
he said. “And we have suc¬ 
ceeded in increasing the 
over-all benefit for all Ca¬ 
nadians.” 


Whatever the facts, the 
uproar did force the fed¬ 
eral government to send 
three top-level ministers 
and Chief of Defence-Staff 
Robert Falls into a 
90-minute press conference 
Thursday equipped with 
detailed industrial benefit 
charts and lists of reasons 
for the selection of the F— 
18A. 


None of these documents 
contained a price tag, how¬ 
ever, and an over all cost of 
approximately $3 billion in 
1980 dollars was only estab¬ 
lished by Defence Minister 
Gilles Lamontagne after 
considerable ministerial 
floundering, lamontagne 
said that the contract is 
$2.34 billion in 1977 dollars 
or approximately $14.2 mil 
lion per plane. About $1.4 
billion will be spent on the 
aircraft, $500 million for 
logistics support and about 
$340 million for such items 
as construction. 


The contract brings a 


sigh of relief from the mili¬ 
tary who have been fretting 
about a last-minute cabinet 
change of heart.

Nanaimo-area 
coal port eyed 
by Mayo firm

NANAIMO - The possi¬ 
bility of a coal port at Boat 
Harbor in Cedar, proposed 
by Rajindi Mayo of Mayo 
Holdings Ltd., prompted a 
number of qpestions from 
regional board directors rft 
their regular meeting this 
week. 

The board’s general 
areas of concern surround¬ 
ing the $27 million proposal 
were environmental and 
community impact and 
economic feasibility, and 
Mayo was on hand to an¬ 
swer questions. 

Mayo, owner of 140 acres 
fronting on Boat Harbor as 
well as an additional 1,400 
acreas of undersurface 
rights in the Cedar and 
Cranberry districts, has 
proposed to re-establish 
Boat Harbor as a shipping 
facility for transporting 
coal extracted from his 
Cedar holdings. 

Mayo said the port would 
also be made available to 
other companies needing to 
use the facility. 

“If a port was put in 
there we would not be 
hoarding it all to our¬ 
selves,’’ said Mayo and 
suggested that coal could 
be barged down from as far 
as Campbell River. 

When queried by director 
Joe Pullen about protective 
measures for the environ¬ 
ment, Mayo said that he 
plans to copy an existing 
system such as Thunder 
Bay’s or Houston’s for coal 
mining and shipping. 

Mayo stressed the eco¬ 
nomic feasibility of such a 
venture and estimated that 
his properties could sustain 
25 years of coal extraction. 

The Mayo Holdings com¬ 
pany will begin test drilling 
on the Cedar-Cranberry 
properties in six to eight 
weeks, and the final verdict 
on the economic feasibility 
of the proposed coal mine 
and shipping port should be 
in by June. 

Mayo told the board that 
if he’s given the thumbs-up 
sign, then it will be at least 
five years before there is 
any producing facility. 

Mayo is particularly con¬ 
cerned about the regional 
board's support of his pro¬ 
posal because the board is 
responsible for the zoning 
of his property. 

At the conclusion of the 
question-and-answer ses¬ 
sion with Mayo, director 
Nelson Allen moved that 
the regional board set up a 
meeting with the regional 
economic development 
commission to plan the 
priorities and objectives of 
the regional district In view 
of the major developments 
at hand such as Duke Point, 
Mayo's proposed coal port 
and the proposed tunnel 
to Vancouver Island. 


Allen later withdrew the 
tunnel issue from the mo¬ 
tion after being told by fel¬ 
low directors that the tun¬ 


nel was unrelated to the 
coal port and that he was 
suffering from tunnelvi- 
sion. 

Meanwhile, Paul Smith, 
recently re-elected as the 
French Creek director, is 
back in the saddle for an¬ 
other term as chairman of 
the regional board, replac¬ 
ing acting board chairman 
Gertrude Hall. 

The election for board 
chairman held at the regu¬ 
lar board meeting this

PARKSVILLE — 
Surfside Acres Ltd., 
which operates the 
Surfside Campground, 
is not guilty of any 
infractions.

Pearson took report¬

strived to meet and 
surpass the Health Act 
standards. 

Most of the claims 
related to the lack of 
sewage disposal facili¬ 
ties, which Pearson 
explained were not 
needed. He said all 
camper and trailer 
units in the camp¬ 
ground had to be inde¬ 
pendent, or self-con¬ 
tained, and that this 
criteria was strongly 
enforced. 

Last year Surfside 
had a contract with the 
Golden Dawn Trailer 
Park at the foot of Cor- 
field Street to use its 
sanitation, which pub¬ 
lic health inspector 
Louden approved. 

Pearson said this 
year an Atco unit, 
housing toilets and 
showers, would be 
moved on the site. It 
will be equipped with a 
Vacu San system of 
sewage disposal which 
requires little water. 

The 2,400-litre hold¬ 
ing tank will allow 
more than 2,000 
flushes. 

This sanitation unit 
will be located within 
the required 166-metre 
distance from a tent¬ 
ing Area which will 
open this year.

Big Qualicum hatchery 
‘could lose everything ’ 


The future productivity of the Big Qualicum fish 
hatchery, one of the highest-rated in the world, may 
be in jeopardy because of silting in the riverbed 
resulting from upstream logging. 

Dick Harvey, manager of the facility, con¬ 
firmed reports from MP Ted Miller (NDP—Nanai- 
mo-Alberni) that the hatchery is threatened be¬ 
cause of the logging. * 

“We think there will be some losses (because of 
silting which resulted from a storm last December), 
but wo don’t think they will be serious,” Harvey 
said. 

“But we’re quite concerned the losses will be 
much worse in future years,” the fisheries ex¬ 
pert added. “We could lose everything.” 

Miller said he’s certain the hatchery is in real 
trouble. “I would predict—looking at the steep 
slopes in the area and the type of soil . . . that the 
hatchery is in serious danger of being ruined,” the 
MP said. 

The possibility of damaging the Big Qualicum’s 
output has the MP, who is the NDP’s fisheries critic, 
upset with the federal fisheries department and 
minister Romeo LeBlanc. 

Miller said he’s angered that fisheries didn’t 
buy a 2,400-acre parcel of land upstream from the 
hatchery, offered for sale three years ago at a 
reported $1.3 million. 

The company which did buy the land, Falmur- 
den Developments of Port Alberni, has been logging 
since 1977. The logging operation is “essentially fin¬ 
ished,” said Falmurden’s administration manager 
D. W. Wasden. 

Wasden also noted his company has made every 
effort to co-operate with the fisheries department, 
and has lived up to its commitments. 

Neither Miller nor Harvey has suggested Fal- 
murdeu did anything wrong. 

Both said the company was within its rights to 
log the land, although Miller suggested fisheries 
was at fault for not buying the land to protect the 
hatchery. 

“If they can’t even protect their own streams, 
where they have hatcheries, what is happening 
on other streams in this province?” Miller asked. 

“What is the point of spending $150 million on 
the Salmonid Enchancement Program, then allow¬ 
ing the facilities to be ruined?” 


The MP went on to suggest the fisheries depart¬ 
ment is powerless, saying “the fisheries depart¬ 
ment has no power to prevent industrial develop¬ 
ment on estuaries or logging on rivers. It doesn’t 
seem to be effective at all.” 

The Big Qualicum hatchery rears chinook and 
coho salmon and steelhead in man-made channels, 
while chum salmon spawn “naturally” in the river, 
which has controlled temperature and flow at the 
river source, Horne Lake 

Harvey said the hatchery expects to release 3.5 
million chinook, one million coho and about 75,000 
steelhead this year, while up to 400,000 chum will 
come from the river. 

“We’ve got the best survival rates in the world— 
and now that we’ve got 20 years’ of experience, we 
could boost our production,” Harvey said. 

The hatchery cost a about $4.5 million to build, 
Harvey said, but,at today’s prices would cost “at 
least $10 million** to replace. 

Even then, a new facility would probably not be 
as effective as the Big Qualicum, he said, as the 
hatchery’s big secret is the very pure quality of its 
water. 

Miller said he’s worried that commercial fisher¬ 
men could lose millions of dollars in revenue if the 
hatchery suffers any serious reduction in output, 
and he’s concerned that the fisheries department 
has jeopardized the future of the fishing industry for 
the immediate, short-term gain of logging. 

Miller said he’ll be trying to meet with LeBlanc 
to discuss the issue, with a view to persuading the 
minister to purchase the property before Falmur- 
den goes ahead with plans to subdivide and build on 
the land. 

He’d also like to see Horne Lake bought to pro¬ 
tect the hatchery’s water at its source, because “the 
next step in the destruction of the fish is logging and 
development at Horne Lake.” 

Adjacent Spider and Illusion lakes might be in¬ 
cluded in the purchase, further protecting the 
hatchery. 

Miller said he thinks the best way to save the 
hatchery is for sport and commercal fishermen and 
others to write to the minister of fisheries, asking 
him to buy the land. 

As Harvey said, “when you’ve got something 
good, it’s worth protecting.”

DUNCAN — The contro 
versial Duncan-Cowichan 
Chamber of Commerce pe¬ 
tition pushing for economic 
growth in the Cowichan 
Valley has been presented 
to Premier Bennett by 
chamber president 
Maurice Chemeff. 

The petition became the 
matter of some contro¬ 
versy recently, when North 
Cowichan municipal coun 
cil tabled a motion to “dis¬ 
associate itself” from it. 

Many local residents 
were also concerned, be¬ 
cause the petition and a 
full-page advertisement in¬ 
serted by the chamber in 
local newspapers advocat¬ 
ed approval of a six-acre 
hotel site in the Somenos 
Flats, and also stressed 
that North Cowichan muni 
cipality had endorsed and 
approved “limited con¬ 
trolled growth’’ of the 
Cowichan estuary. 

The petition, signed by 
about 800 persons, had been 
circulated in the Cowichan 
Valley since early March, 
mainly from a booth out¬ 
side the Duncan liquor 
store. 

Chemeff, when asked by 
the Colonist why only 800 
persons signed, replied: 
“We would have had be 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 if 
we had been allowed to sot 
up our booth in the Dunctfn 
Mall, but they would not 
allow us to do so. 

“If we had been allowed 
to circulate as we would 
have liked, we would have 
had many more signatures. 
As it was about 90 per cent 
of those persons we ap¬ 
proached signed it. 

“Premier Bennett was 
sympathetic and promised 
to do some prodding to get 
the Cowichan Estuary 
Task Force report re¬ 
leased,” he reported. 

“The message we gave 
him was that the whole val¬ 
ley seemed to think that 
four years was too long to 
wait and that the whole 
matter has now become a 
political football.” 

Chemeff said the petition 
was signed by Cowichan 
Valley residents concerned 
with creating employment 
and the chamber, while cir¬ 
culating the petition, “en¬ 
countered a very low re¬ 
fusal rate.” 

“The local residents are 
concerned about the lack of 
jobs in the Cowichan Val¬ 
ley. The large capital out¬ 
lays in the valley will not 
create a great number of 
jobs. 

“Labor-intensive indus 
try, such as the tourist in¬ 
dustry, should be en 
couraged to develop and 
create employment in the 
Cowichan Valley.” 

However, North Cowi¬ 
chan Mayor Graham Bruce 
did not agree with the 
chamber and Chemeff’s 
comments. 

Bruce said that “the eco¬ 
nomic situation, relatively 
speaking in the Cowichan 
Valley, is very good and 
improving.” 

“Housing starts for the 
month of March are up con¬ 
siderably over last year, in 
spite of higher interest 
rates. 

“Rather than paint a 
bleak and gloomy picture, 
we should be pushing the 
many great natural assets 
of this valley.”

When Campbell started his job as president, there 
were six teams in the NHL and two of them were based in 
Canada, Montreal Canadiens and Toronto Maple Leafs. 
When Campbell retired, there were 17 teams in the league 
and only three in Canada — Montreal. Toronto and 
Vancouver Canucks. That’s a drop from 33 percent 
representation to 17.6 percent. 

Today, there are 21 teams in the NHL and six of them 
are based in Canada (28.6 percent) — Montreal, Toronto, 

. Vancouver, Edmonton Oilers, Winnipeg Jets and Quebec 
Nordiques. 

The NHL is richer for it but mostly Canada and 
Canadian hockey fans are richer for it. But none of the 
thanks should go to the NHL or most of its governors. It 
should to the beer drinkers of Western Canada. 

The shortsighted governors of the NHL would never 
have accepted the four WHA teams if Western Canadians, 
particularly in Alberta and Manitoba, hadn’t started to 
boycott Molson’s beer. 

The reason being that Molson’s owns a good part of 
the Montreal Canadiens and the Canadiens joined Toron- 
; to Maple Leafs and Vancouver Canucks in voting against 
admitting the four WHA teams. 

• Well sports fans drink a lot of beer and it doesn’t pay 
to get them mad. 

When Molson’s beer sales dropped off dramatically in 
the West the Canadiens urged another vote and surprise, 
surprise the WHA was in. 

Hit them where it hurts, in the pocket book. 

Predictions that the new teams wouldn't be competi¬ 
tive and that they would drag down attendance proved 
false and in fact the opposite was the case. 

I The new clubs were allowed to protect only two 
goaltenders and two skaters. 

Was the NHL afraid that the new teams might do too 
well if they were allowed to keep all their players? 
i Despite the pillage the WHA teams were competitive, 
entertaining and had excellent attendance. 

On an individual basis, the WHA players shone. Four 
; of them finished in the top 10 in the scoring race with 
Wayne Gretzky of Edmonton scoring 137 points and tying 
, Marcel Dionne of Los Angeles Kings for the scoring title 
and Blaine Stoughton of Hartford Whalers scoring 56 
; goals and tying Danny Gare of Buffalo Sabres and Charlie 

• Simmer of Los Angeles for the lead in that department. 

. One would have had to be a fool to say that the WHA 
; was as good a league as the NHL but it wasn’t as bad as the 
NHL and some of the media would have liked everyone to 
; believe. 

And Canadians should be grateful to the WHA for no 
1 other reason than that because of it, the number of NHL 
; teams in the country has doubled. 

Based on its track record, the NHL would probably 

• never have put franchises in Edmonton. Winnipeg or 
« Quebec. More likely they would have ended up in New 
J Jersey, Tampa Bay and New Orleans. 

► The NHL governors seemed to have forgotten that 
\ Canadians developed the game and provided the base on 

• which the sport grew. 

• All those supposed great minds didn’t stop to think 
that Canadians understand and like hockey while most 

1 Americans do not. 

Sure there are a few centres in the U.S. where the 
game is popular but on the whole Americans could care 
J less about hockey. They’re already beseiged with football, 

• baseball and basketball. 

While the NHL did everything it could to lure the 
; American sport fans it disgracefully neglected the Cana- 
! dianfan. 

Each expansion brought a poorer product and more 
i U.S. based teams. If you're going to dilute our game at 
J least give us some of the dilution. 

Canadians started to lose interest. Diehard fans who 
J hadn't missed a game in their lives stopped watching, or 

• even fell asleep during games. The old intensity only 

• returned during the playoffs and when Canada played the 
J Russians. 

« The WHA wasn’t a white knight coming along to save 
; hockey. Its originators were motivated by money just like 
the NHL governors. 

The WHA made the same mistakes as the NHL and 

• gave franchises to anyone who came up with the bucks, no 
I matter the city. 

Fortunately several Canadians with money, knowing 
there was little or no hope of ever getting into the NHL, 

; took the gamble. The American teams and some Canadian 
franchises folded due to a lack of fan interest and in the 
end the WHA was left with a fairly solid nucleus of six 
teams, three of them Canadian.

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Postal mediation snaps off 


Mediation broke off 
Thursday in the post office 
contract dispute, leaving 
union officials with what 
appeared to be a slim hope 
of avoiding a national 
strike, possibly as early as 
next month. 

Jean-Claude Parrot, 
president of the Canadian 
Union of Postal Workers, 
took a fairly low-keyed ap¬ 
proach to the development, 
indicating he thought there 
was still a chance of settle¬ 
ment. 

While other CUPW offi¬ 
cials agreed, some—in¬ 
cluding those in Victoria— 
said only a complete 
change in the govern¬ 
ment’s approach would 
provide a solution. 

“At this time, in view of 
the intransigent position of 
the employer before the 
conciliation board, the Vic¬ 
toria local of the CUPW is 
left with no other alterna¬ 
tive but to finalize its strike 
structure,” Victoria local 
president Daniel Stewart 
said in a prepared state¬ 
ment. 

Said Peter de Belle, vice- 
president of the Victoria 
local: “Although our mem 
bers are hoping there will 
be a settlement, it will be 
necessary for the govern¬ 
ment to be willing to com 
promise in order to avoid 
making a strike vote inevit¬ 
able.” 

The government so far 
had not negotiated in good 
faith, said de Belle. 

“They’ve refused to dis¬ 
cuss our demands and are 
still intent upon achieving 
rollbacks to the existing 
contract.” 

The main rollback 
threat, he said, was in the 
areas of job security and 
seniority. It included a de¬ 
sire to make wide use of 
casual and part-time em¬ 
ployees. 

Parrot said in an inter¬ 
view the conciliation board 
chairman. German Jutras, 
decided he could not bring 
the two sides together and 
so called mediation off to 
write a report on which a 
settlement might be based. 

Meantime, he said 
threats by several local 
leaders of the 23.000-mem¬ 
ber union to prepare for a 
strike were normal and 
natural but still did not 
mean a strike was inevit¬ 
able. 

The union will be in a 
legal position to strike 
seven days after Jutras 
presents his report to the 
head of the Public Service 
Staff Relations Board. 

Treasury Board Presi¬ 
dent Donald Johnston is¬ 
sued a prepared statement 
saying the conciliation 
board was unsuccessful in 
steering the parties to a 
voluntary settlement. 

Johnston said it had been 
hoffbd that such a settle¬ 
ment could be reached in 
light of a recent voluntary 
contract settlement be¬ 
tween treasury board and 
the Letter Carriers’ Union 
of Canada. 

‘•Unfortunately, this 
does not seem to have been 
the;case and we will now 
have to await the report of 
thivboard of conciliation,” 
Johnston said. 

Parrot said he under¬ 
stood the deadline for the 
report was next Monday, 
but that an extension would 
probably set back the date. 

He said the end to media¬ 
tion was not the same as 
contract talks breaking 
down because the two par 
ties were not meeting face 
to face.

Film on lovers’ execution 
enfuriates Saudi regime 


Hopeless terror of polio lifted 
25 years ago by ‘miracle’ MD 


LA JOLLA, Calif. (AP) — Polio once conveyed the 
same hopeless terror that cancer does today. 

Every summer for years the polio virus raced about 
the country, leaving behind shriveled arms and legs, 
shiny steel braces and the metal cylinders called iron 
lungs. Most of its victims were children. 

The annual terror was lifted 25 years ago in Ann 
Arbor, Mich., on April 12, 1955, when results of a na¬ 
tionwide test showed a polio vaccine was effective. 

That spring, youngsters lined up for the vaccination 
shots and within seven years, the incidence of all types of 
polio had fallen 97 percent from a 1950-54 average of 38,727 
cases a year. 

The world lavished praise and gratitude on Dr. 
Jonas Edward Salk, the 40-year-old scientist-doctor 
credited with defeating the disease. 

“People had prayed for it and they saw it in the realm 
of the miraculous, ” he recalled recently at his Salk 
Institute for Bilogical Studies near San Diego, Calif. 
“From my point of view, it was an exaggeration of what 
we did. I didn’t take it seriously.” 

Not all the world, however, thought Salk, who 
himself believed he had received an undue amount of 
credit from the public, was a hero. 

‘‘I felt immediately the resentment and bitterness 


on the part of many of my colleagues,” he said. 

Others, he said, resented his having challenged a 
medical dogma—the belief that only a weakened but 
living virus could be an effective, long-lasting vac¬ 
cine against a disease such as polio. The Salk vaccine is 
made of polio virus killed under precise conditions which 
destroys its capacity to multiply add attack the body 
without destroying its ability to immunize. 

But when a live-virus polio vaccine developed by 
Dr. Albert Sabin was licensed in 1962, it quickly replaced 
Salk vaccine in the U.S. A new national campaign was 
launched and children were given the new vaccine, not 
with a needle but in a sugar cube. 

‘‘I had no objection to the introduction of another 
way to immunize,” Salk said. "What I objected to 
was the way in which it was promoted, as if it was 
necessary to change.” 

New polio cases turn up periodically around the 
world and they are appearing by the thousands in de¬ 
veloping countries. 

“There is . . . satisfaction that a solid piece of 
work had been done,” Salk said. “There is a way of 
eliminating the disease—of avoiding the occasional 
vaccine-associated cases. A method exists. Why have 
we not gone all the way?” 


LONDON (AP) — A television drama 
based on the 1977 execution of an Saudi 
Arabian princess and her lover pitch- 
forked the British government into an em¬ 
barrassing political row Thursday. 

Saudi Arabia denounced the film as 
“very offensive” and Britain expressed 
“profound regret.” 

Sources connected with the film said 
the Saudi royal family offered “a huge 
sum of money” to try to stop Britain’s 
ATV independent network from showing 
the dramatized documentary. Death of a 
Princess. 

Despite heavy Saudi pressure on both 
the network and the British government, 
the 100-minute movie was shown country¬ 
wide Wednesday night. It is scheduled for 
screening later Ln tbe United States, 
Western Europe, Australia, jNew Zealand 
and Japan. The public television network 
in the United States plans to show it May 
12 . 

Britain rushed its ambassador to Saudi 
Arabia, James Craig, back to his post in 
Jidda to try to contain the diplomatic row. 
Reports in London said the Saudis have 


threatened to brlfck diplomatic relations, 
cut off oil supplies and revoke hundreds of 
millions of dollars worth of British con¬ 
tracts. 

British Foreign Secretary Lord Car¬ 
rington sent “a message of profound re¬ 
gret” to Saudi Prince Saud about “any 
offence which the film may have caused,” 
the foreign office said. 

“We regret any damage which might 
be done to Anglo-Saudi relations,” a 
spokesman said. “But of course, the gov¬ 
ernment has no power to interfere with 
the content of a program of this nature.” 

A Labor member of Parliament, Tom 
Tomey, criticizing the Conservative gov 
ernment for “crawling to the Saudis,” 
said: "We are getting on our knees to 
these sadistic types who obviously do not 
like the truth.” 

ATV network executives said they did 
not change “a frame of the film” after 
Saudi officials complained bitterly about 
it, including the execution scene where 
the princess’ bullet-riddled body lies in a 
parking lot as her lover is about to be 
beheaded.

Carnage 
blamed 
on leftists 

SAN SALVADOR (AP) 
— A looting and burning 
spree by guerrillas left 25 
persons dead in rural areas 
around the capital, official 
sources said Thursday. 

Officials said troops re¬ 
pelled about 100 armed left¬ 
ists who tried to seize the 
city of Chalatenango, and 
several more peasants 
were killed there. 

The government blamed 
the 25 deaths Wednesday on 
three leftist groups it said 
fled to the mountains after 
they were discovered by 
government troops. 

The sources said the left¬ 
ists were in olive-green uni¬ 
forms and carried a vari¬ 
ety of weapons, and as they 
fled, shot the peasants. 

There was no indepen¬ 
dent confirmation of the 
report and no comment by 
any leftist group. 

“We know the subver¬ 
sives captured peasants 
and later executed them in 
front of their families,” 
said a national guard 
spokesman at Cojutepe- 
que, about 50 kilometres 
east of San Salvador. 

Authorities said 14 peas¬ 
ants were assassinated in 
Cojutepeque by leftist 
guerrillas as a “vengence 
against peasants who re- 
fuse to collaborate.”

VANCOUVER (CP) — A professor 
travelling with five Iranian students 
caught in the diplomatic squabble 
between Iran and the United States 
says if they aren’t back at the Uni¬ 
versity of Idaho by Monday he’s 
going to start holding classes in their 
Vancouver hotel rooms. 

The architecture students, from 
the university in Moscow, Idaho, 
were in Vancouver on a field trip to 
view the works of architect Arthur 
Erickson when they heard President 
Carter’s announcement last Monday 
that all Iranian citizens, even those 
with valid visas, would be barred 
from entering the U.S. 

Because they were out of the U.S. 
when the announcement came, they 
were caught by the edict. Had they 
remained in Idaho, they would not 
have been affected. 

Tom Marquis, a U.S. consulate 
spokesman in Vancouver, said Thurs¬ 
day the students contacted the con-

sulate-general and applied for revali¬ 
dation ot their visas. 


Prof. John Pulliam said the stu¬ 
dents have not discussed with him 
what they would do if their visas were 
not revalidated. But if the visas 
aren’t approved by the weekend, Pul 
liam says he’ll just resume classes in 
the downtown hotel where the stu¬ 
dents are staying. 

Pulliam said the students have no 
financial problems now and have 
been told the university is trying to 
send them extra funds. 

They were travelling with a group 


of 100 students who arrived in Van 
couver Sunday. Another Iranian stu¬ 
dent went to the consulate’s office, 
but was allowed to return to the U.S. 
when it was deterimined he was a 
permanent legal resident of that 
country. 

The five stranded students were on 
visitors’ visas which were due to 
expire at midnight Thursday night. 
Canadian immigration officials ex¬ 
tended those visas to midnight May 1 
and said the students could apply for 
another extension, if necessary. 

Raymond Seffeldt of the U.S. con¬ 
sular corps in Ottawa, was pessimis¬ 
tic about the students’ chances. 

“It is doubtful Washington will let 
them in,” he said. “As I read the in¬ 
structions, the no-visas order of the 
president has to be observed very 
strictly. 

“It’s a sad situation for these peo¬ 
ple. They were in the wrong place at 
the wrong time.”

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OTTAWA (CP) - The 
new Bank of Canada rate is 
unchanged at 16.20 per 
cent, the same as last 
week, the bank announced 
Thursday. It is the first 
time there has been no in¬ 
crease in the trend-setting 
rate since the bank moved 
to a floating rate system in 
March. 

The rate is pegged one- 
quarter of one per cent 
above the average interest 
paid at the weekly auction 
of 91-day treasury bills. 

Announcement of an un¬ 
changed rate comes amid 
market indications that in¬ 
terest rates are close to or 
now at a peak in Canada 
and the U.S. after a rapid, * 
unchecked rise, particu¬ 
larly in the last two 
months. 

With no increase in the 
bank rate, chartered banks 
and other lenders are not 


likely to make any change 
in their rates either. 

Money market special¬ 
ists say they are more opti¬ 
mistic about an end to 
sharp interest-rate in¬ 
creases because the dollar 
has strengthened again in 
the last few days and the 
spread between Canadian 
and the higher U.S. interest 
rates — which had been as 
much as 3.25 percentage 
points last month — has 
narrowed to less than one 
percentage point. 

David Beazley, chief of 
money markets for Pit- 
field, Mackay, Ross Ltd., 
Toronto, said Thursday re¬ 
newed foreign investor in¬ 
terest in energy stocks also 
helped push up the dollar. 

The Thursday noon dol¬ 
lar was up slightly at 84.6 
cents U.S., up from a near 
47-year low of 83.4 cents

F-18 package sweetened to Quebec’s taste

OTTAWA - Jubilant 
Quebec MPs are claiming a 
major cross-Canada vic¬ 
tory in Thursday’s federal 
decision to buy 137 McDon¬ 
nell Douglas F-18A fighter 
planes to replace the aging 
Voodoo and Starfighter jets 
in Canada and Europe*. 

The announcement 
comes after three years of 
intense negotiations, mili¬ 
tary handwringing and top- 
level lobbying, including a 
dramatic 11th hour rebel¬ 
lion by the Quebec Liberal 
caucus in favor of the

prime competitor, General 
Dynamics’ single-engine 
F-16. 

Thursday unrepentant 
Quebec caucus MPs said 
that their uproar forced 
McDonnell Douglas to di¬ 
vert a far larger portion of 
the industrial benefits to 
Quebec and to boost over¬ 
all industrial expenditure 
in Canada. 

“We got more benefits 
and a fairer package for all 
of Canada since we became 
loud,” said Montrealer 
Pierre Deniger. “This was 


a victory for all Cana¬ 
dians.” 


Trade officials contend¬ 
ed, however, that the Que¬ 
bec rebellion was sparked 
by erroneous figures and 
that the McDonnell Doug¬ 
las package was always of 
greater benefit to Quebec 
and to all of Canada. They 
conceded only that the con¬ 
troversy and General Dy¬ 
namics* recent massive 
lobbying campaign forced 
McDonnell Douglas to 
clarify its package and add 


a new “marginal” goody 
for Quebec. 

Quebec MP Jacques Oli¬ 
vier retorted that the trade 
department listed the in¬ 
dustrial benefits for Can¬ 
ada at $2.3 billion three 
weeks ago ‘‘and now 
they’re $2.9 billion.” More¬ 
over, he says that McDon¬ 
nell Douglas figures show 
Quebec shooting from a 
seven-per-cent to a 48-per¬ 
cent share — more in keep¬ 
ing with Quebec’s current 
ownership of 49 per cent of 
the aerospace industry. 

“Sure, some of the 
change will affect Ontario 


but we never complain 
about Ontario’s share of 
the automotive industry,” 
he said. “And we have suc¬ 
ceeded in increasing the 
over all benefit for all Ca¬ 
nadians.” 


Whatever the facts, the 
uproar did force the fed¬ 
eral government to send 
three top-level ministers 
and Chief of Defence Staff 
Robert Falls into a 
90-minute press conference 
Thursday equipped with 
detailed industrial benefit 
charts and lists of reasons

18A. 


None of these documents

Harbor centre 
plans screech 
to abrupt halt

Plans for the controversial Wharf 
Street convention centre came to an 
abrupt and at least temporary halt 
Thursday. 

An application by the Provincial Capi¬ 
tal Commission for a development permit 
to build the $8 million project below 
Bastion Square was tabled by Victoria 
council after Aid. William McElroy told 
council the centre couldn’t be built on 
the site under its current zoning. 


its rights to build the proposed convention 
centre without changing the zoning, he 
said. 

REFERRING THE MATTER to the 
Advisory Planning Commission achieves 
an aim which critics of the scheme have 
been asking for. It will move the issue into 
the public arena for a hearing, but that 
public hearing isn’t expected until a 
month from now. 

During the question period, city council 
heard from a number of people who were 
opposed to the waterfront convention 
centre.

And Aid. Robin Blencoe told council he 
had been informed that the B.C. Muni¬ 
cipal Act prohibited council from com¬ 
mitting future councils to a payment of 
$200,000 a year, half the anticipated 
operating deficit of the convention 
centre. , 

TO CLEAR THE AIR, city council re¬ 
ferred the issue to its Advisory Planning 
Commission fora recommendation. 

Council also instructed city solicitor 
Jakob de Villiers to prepare a report on 
the possible ramifications of the city’s 
commitment to pick up the tab for half the 
annual operating deficit. 

The property on which the convention 
centre is to be built is now zoned for 
harbor-commercial use. Ironically, the 
convention centre wouldn’t be a high 
enough use for that zoning. 

It would only have 25 per cent of the 
allowable density and have far more 
public space than the zoning calls for. 

McELROY SAID in an interview after 
the meeting the city could go two ways if it 
wished to pursue the convention centre 
plans. The site could be rezoned to 
public-building use, a new zoning cate¬ 
gory, or the existing zoning could be 
amended to allow public-building uses. 

At any rate, the city wouldn’t be within 


They criticized its location, demanding 
that the waterfront not be destroyed by a 
convention centre. 

BLENCOE, WHO raised the first 
doubts about the scheme, said the fact 
that the project couldn’t even be built 
under existing zoning regulations was 
indicative of the “very peculiar style” in 
which the plans had been pushed along. 

But McElroy countered there had been 
no attempts to keep the public in the 
dark. If the public and city council 
weren’t as informed as they would like 
to be, that was the fault of the Capital 
Commission which holds its meetings in 
private, he said. 

Mayor William Tindall and McElroy 
are city council’s representatives on the 
commission. 

THE CONVENTION CENTRE is to be 
built with public funds. The provincial 
government has committed itself to about 
$6 million and the city has agreed in 
principle to build a 215-car underground 
parkade on the site. 

City council also agreed earlier to pay 
half the annual operating deficit of the 
centre, to a maximum of $200,000. 

The design for the centre has been 
awarded to Vancouver architect Paul 
Merrick. There was no call for tenders. 


Applications swamp 
new nursing program 


More than 500 applica¬ 
tions have been received 
for the 128 first-year places 
in a new nursing program 
which begins at Camosun 
College next fall. 

The two-year program 
will by 1984 be the only 
diploma nursing program 
on Vancouver Island. Both 
Victoria General and Royal 
Jubilee hospitals, which 
have offered three-year di¬ 
ploma nursing programs in 
the past, have stopped ad¬ 
mitting new students. 

The last class will gradu¬ 
ate from Victoria General 
in 1981, and from Royal 
Jubilee in 1983. 

Because the first two 
classes from Camosun will 
overlap classes from Royal 
Jubilee in 1982 and 1983, the 
number of nursing gradu¬ 
ates from the region will 
bulge in those years, but 
since the province now pro¬ 
duces fewer than half of the 
new nurses it needs each 
year, the overlap is not ex¬ 
pected to affect graduates’ 


chances of employment. 

The Camosun program is 
one of the few in the prov¬ 
ince with multiple points of 
entry and exit. 

That means, the college 
board was told Thursday, 
that students entering the 
course can exit at two 
points. If they stay for the 
whole program, they can 
write examinations for re¬ 
gistered nursing. If they 
leave the program before 
the full two years, they will 
be able to write examina¬ 
tions for licensed practical 
nursing. 

The program also en¬ 
ables those with existing 
nursing qualifications, 
such as practical nurses 
and nurses aides, to enter 
the program and upgrade 
their qualifications to those 
of a registered nurse. 

In the first year of the 
program, students will be 
admitted only in Septem¬ 
ber. In subsequent years, 
students may be .able to 
enter the program in Janu¬ 
ary as well, when the sec¬ 


ond of each year’s two 15- 
week semesters begins. 

The program will involve 
about three days of class 
time and two days of clini¬ 
cal time each week, and the 
winter semesters will con¬ 
clude with a seven-week 
practicum. 

An orientation program 
has been developed to en¬ 
sure that students under¬ 
stand the requirements of 
the profession. Completion 
of that program is a pre¬ 
requisite for application. 

“It’s a way of acquaint¬ 
ing people with the course, 
and of helping them self¬ 
select into or out of the 
course if they wish,” col¬ 
lege curriculum committee 
chairman Win Mott said. 

So far this year, 535 peo¬ 
ple have taken the course. 
A “random number” sys¬ 
tem will be used this time 
around to select the 128 
successful candidates, but 
in future years, entry will 
be on a first-come, first- 
served basis. 


‘People put their lives on the line’ 

Bogus Mayday call led 
to 3 boys and large tab 


What price tag do 
you put on a prank? 

In the case of a re¬ 
cent full-scale search 
for a non-existent sink¬ 
ing boat, the cost may 
have been as much as 
$90,000. 

But that’s only 
money. It could have 
cost the lives of would- 
be rescuers. Fortuna¬ 
tely it didn’t. 

That was the senti¬ 
ment of both police and 
rescue officials Thurs 
day after investigation- 
of the bogus March 30 
Mayday call led to 
three 16-year-old boys * 
from the Brentwood 
Bay area. 

James Earl, a Cen¬ 
tral Saanich police 
constable and leader of 
the Canadian Marine 
* Rescue Auxiliary for 
Sidney and the Saanich 
Peninsula, said there 
was a possibility the 
juveniles wouid be 
charged under the 
Radio Act of Canada, 
the Canadian Shipping 
Act, or possibly even 
under the Criminal 
Code. A decision would 
be made later on 
whether to lay char¬ 
ges. 

Earl said a com¬ 
bined effort of police, 
the military rescue 
centre in Esquimalt, 
the U.S. Coast Guard, 
Safety Afloat (SAF), 


various other local vol¬ 
untary rescue groups 
and the department of 
communications were 
responsible for solving 
the case. 

“We are telling this 
story so that people 
will know you can get 
caught doing this kind 
of thing,” said Earl. 

The ne^tlless search 
began about 9 p.m. on 
March 30 when a May- 
day call was picked up 
by the U.S. Coast 
Guard at Port Angeles 
concerning a pleasure 
craft that was sup¬ 
posed to be sinking five 
miles off Point Ro¬ 
berts with a family of 
four. 

Pressed into service 
were a coast guard 
helicopter from Port 
Angeles, a Canadian 
Forces Buffalo air¬ 
craft from Comox, a 
Canadian Coast Guard 
hovercraft from Van¬ 
couver and numerous 
volunteer vessels. 

It entailed extensive 
work on the part of the 
federal department of 
com munications 
which was able to de¬ 
termine about two 
days later that the dis¬ 
tress call had actually 
come from near Brent¬ 
wood Bay. 

Earl said the investi¬ 
gation led to the dis¬ 
covery that three boys

had broken into a boat 
at the Brentwood Bay 
government dock and 
had sent the phoney 
message from a radio 
aboard the boat. 

He was told by mili¬ 
tary rescue officials 
that the cost of the 
two-hour search and 
investigation would be 
at least $30,000. 

But Lt.-Cmdr. Dick 
Pepper said later he 
had been advised $30,- 
000 would involve only 
the costs compiled by 
the department of 
communications. 

“The over-all costs 
probably would have 


been triple that 
amount,” Pepper said. 

The problem is that 
the March 30 incident 
is not an isolated case. 
Military rescue offi¬ 
cials believe they deal 
with as many as 12 to 
18 false distress calls a 
year. 

“But we never take a 
chance on them,” said 
Pepper. “We have to 
go out.” 

Like Earl, he said 
such pranksters should 
be aware that they en¬ 
danger the lives of in¬ 
nocent people—par¬ 
ticularly if search 
vessels head out into 
an uncertain sea after 
dark, as was the case 
last month. 

Pepper had praise 
for the volunteers of 
the Provincial Emer¬ 
gency Program, SAF 
and other groups that 
go out on such mis¬ 
sions. 

“They are putting 
their lives on the line,” 
he said. 

Earl said mean.- 
while, that conviction 
under the Radio Act of 
Canada could bring a 
fine of $2,500, a year 
in jail, or both, and that 
conviction under the 
Canada Shipping Act 
carries a maximum 
fine of $250, but also 
includes the entire 
costs of the search.

hostel? 

The Princess Marguerite 
could end her days as a 
floating youth hostel. 

That at least is the idea of 
the Canadian Hostelry As¬ 
sociation, part of the in 
ternational Youth Hostel 
Association which has 5,000 
hostels in 19 countries. 

The executive director of 
the association’s B.C. re¬ 
gion. Bill Nicholson, said 
from Vancouver on Thurs¬ 
day the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite was a “very attrac¬ 
tive proposition.” 

So far the association has 
not made formal applica¬ 
tion to the provincial gov¬ 
ernment for the former 
Victoria-Seattle ferry. 

Nicholson said the situa¬ 
tion was “too hot to handle 
politically” now and when 
the air had cleared his as¬ 
sociation would let its inter¬ 
est be known. 

Meanwhile, he said he 
was sure the government 
knew the Maggie would 
make an ideal youth hostel 
and that the association 
was interested. 

The association put in an 
offer on the old hydrogra¬ 
phic survey vessel William 
J. Stewart but was unsuc¬ 
cessful. That 48-year-oId 
vessel is now destined to 
become a floating hotel at 
Ucluelet. 

Nicholson said the^Mag- 
gie would be run by the 
hostel association but could 
remain government- 
owned. The government 
would also have to provide 
the estimated $250,000 to 
refurbish it, plus perma¬ 
nent mooring. 

In Stockholm an old sail¬ 
ing boat has been convert¬ 
ed to a 60-bed hostel and is 
extremely popular. 


City council rejoining

The city gave up its membership about eight years 
ago.

Mortgage rally off, protest on 


A rally Saturday at the Legisla¬ 
ture is definitely off but the Van¬ 
couver Island protest against high 
mortgage interest rates continues 
to mushroom. 

Local organizer, Saanich hair¬ 
dresser and mother of two chil¬ 
dren, Ena Curran, has more than 
1,500 names so far mostly through 
petitions but with scores more 
by letters which arrive at her 4171 
Borden home in each day's mail. 

Mrs. Curran has been staggered 
by the depth of feeling and genuine 
hardship and desperation which 
have shown through in the letters 
and it makes her more determined 
to continue the battle. Some of 
the writers face monthly mort¬ 
gage payment increases as high as 
$300. 


But the now nation-wide move¬ 
ment against high interest rates is 
not always to her liking. 

She is worried by Communist 
Party members being involved in 
the organization of a rally in 
Vancouver on Sunday and said 
Thursday night, “I don’t want any 
part of that sort of thing. 

“We have something going 
which is very nice and I don’t want 
to get involved in any kind of poli¬ 
tics,” the 39-year-old working 
mother said. 

In Vancouver a group organizing 
the Sunday rally — the Associa¬ 
tion to Control Mortgage Rates— 
includes Bruce Yorke, a known 
Communist Party member. 

“That’s what they like to do, 


organize protest rallies. Well 1 
don’t want sincere people scared 
off so I am having nothing to do 
with the Vancouver group,” she 
said. 

Another factor which persuaded 
Curran to call off the planned 
Saturday protest was the diffi¬ 
culty keynote speaker and pro¬ 
test instigator Viv Woolford, of 
Mississauga OnL, was having in 
raising funds to come to Victoria. 

A former car salesman, Wool- 
ford tossed his job to spearhead 
the campaign against high mort¬ 
gage interest rates across Canada. 
Despite his financial woes, it is 
believed he will still make it to the 
Vancouver rally, however. 

Curran plans to organize a local 


rally at a later date but has Mon¬ 
day’s speech from the throne from 
the Liberal Government in Ot¬ 
tawa in focus first before setting a 
date. There is expected to be a 
general indication of what federal 
help beleaguered home buyers will 
get. 

Meanwhile, the petitions and let¬ 
ters keep coming in and she plans 
to bundle them up and send them 
directly to Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau. 

Letter writers had made it clear, 
sfie said, that while they might put 
up with increases in the prices of 
gasoline, alcohol, cigarettes and 
groceries, their wage packets 
could not stand the massive in¬ 
crease in interest rates.

Cow-town ruin 
due for boot 

Peter Hartnell called it “the most disgraceful, bro¬ 
ken down derelict you could find in a cow town,” and 
nobody objected to that description. 

The fact that the half-finished apartment building 
of the description above was at 605 Douglas, at the 
entrance to one of Canada’s most beautiful parks, was 
simply ridiculous, Hartnell told a meeting of city council 
Thursday night. 

The aldermen nodded agreement and referred the 
matter to Group A committee for consideration. The 
outcome may. be a recommendation that city council 
order the immediate demolition of the derelict apartment 
building. 

It’s been there in its present condition for 25 years. 
The former owner never completed the building. 

For 16 of those years, Hartnell, owner of the 
Queen Victoria Inn, has been looking at the mon¬ 
strosity. So have guests in his hotel. 

“One-third of my rooms are confronted with this 
eyesore,” he said, adding that a lot of repeat cus¬ 
tomers asked for rooms facing the other direction. 

Peter Northover who acquired the property follow¬ 
ing the recent death of the former owner, was recent¬ 
ly asked to explain why city council shouldn’t order the 
demolition of the structure, which it can do under the 
terms of the B.C. Municipal Act. 

Victoria architect Thomas Stark appeared before 
council on Northover's behalf and said a feasibility study 
had been commissioned to decide what to do with the 
building. 

He said he believed it would be demolished.
